My Lord, Cairo, November 30, 18S2. 

WITH reference to my despatch No. 2-1 of the 28th instant, I have the honour to 
acquaint your Lordship that the following arrangement has been conn; to between the 
Egyptian Government and Mr. Broadley on behalf of Arabi and his eight principal 
associates. 

They will bo charged simply with rebellion before the court-martial. To this 
charge they will plead guilty. In the event of the Court pronouncing a capital 
sentence, it will be submitted to the Khedive, who will commute it into perpetual 
exile. The prisoners will give their parole that they will proceed to any locality which 
may he indicated to them, and that they will there remain, unless invited to remove. 
Should they return surreptitiously to Egypt, the capital sentence maybe enforced 
against them, without a new trial. By a subsequent. Decree of the Khedive, their 
property will be confiscated; but the property of their wives will not be touched. 
The Egyptian Government undertakes to provide each prisoner with an allowance 
sufficient for his maintenance. 

By another Edict, the military prisoners will be degraded from their respective 
ranks. 

The Egyptian Government has further undertaken that the maximum penalty to 
be inflicted on any of the other prisoners is not to exceed two years’ imprisonment or 
five years’ exile. Those who are ready to plead guilty will thereby entitle themselves 
to a still lighter sentence. It is understood that, wherever possible, penalties less than 
the maximum will be imposed. Many of the prisoners will be released with or 
without bail.

I TRANSMIT to your Excellency herewith a copy of a telegraphic despatch from 
the Porte to the Turkish Ambassador at this Court, which was communicated to me 
by Musurus Pasha on the 1st instant, urging the objections of the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment to the conclusion of a Convention between this country and Egypt relative to the 
retention of British troops in Egypt, the conclusion of such a Convention being con¬ 
sidered by the Porte to be beyond the powers of the Khedive.* 

The reply of Her Majesty’s Government to the above communication might be 
either (a) that the matter is one that does not necessarily require a Convention, and that 
sooner than raise any discussion on the subject, it would be settled by an exchange of 
notes; or (b) that if the objection of the Turkish Government is that it is not invited 
to join in the agreement. Her Majesty’s Government are quite willing that tho 
Porte should be a party to it, without prejudice to any question of right. 

Her Majesty's Government would be glad to learn the opinion of your Excellency 
as to which of these replies you consider most expedient. 
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_ It might be as well that you should sound the Egyptain Government on the 
subject.

My Lord, Scutari, November 8, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that, although more than a 
month has already passed since I returned here from Montenegro, still I observe no 
change in the attitude of distrust assumed by the Turkish authorities towards me and 
everybody connected with Her Majesty’s Consulate-General. 

I have reason to believe, notwithstanding my having taken every possible means 
to make it publicly known that I have formal instructions to abstain from in any way 
assisting the Khedive’s Agents to enlist men for the new Egyptian army, that I am 
suspected of aiding in that work. 

The ill-feeling about Egypt is still actively kept up by the Ottoman officials, and 
native Mussulmans assure me that they are obliged to pretend in public that they 
continue to believe in the asserted discomfiture of the English to avoid being treated 
as opponents of the Sultan’s Government. 

The little energy that the local authorities arc capable of exercising appears all to 
be concentrated in preventing the enlistment of men for Egypt, and the few that have 
so engaged themselves belong to districts safe from Turkish interference. 

In my despatch to your Lordship No. 77 of the 16th September last, I expressed 
the opinion that the Khedive would do well not to recruit men in Albania until the 
Porte’s sanction to do so be obtained, and I yet think that the Egyptian Government 
is ill-advised if it considers such a permission an unnecessary preliminary.

Nothing has passed which 
could give colour to such a statement.

AT 9 a.m. to-day the court-martial assembled under the presidency of Reouf 
Pasha. On Arabi being brought before the Court, the President said : “ Arabi Pasha, 
you are accused before this Court, in accordance with the instructions of the Commis¬ 
sion of Inquiry, of rebellion against His Highness the Khedive, under Articles 9G of 
the Ottoman Military Code and 59 of the Penal Ottoman Code; are you guilty or not 
guilty?” 

Broadley, on behalf of his client, replied: “Of my own free will, and in accor¬ 
dance with the advice given to me by my advocate, I acknowledge myself guilty of the 
crime alleged against me.” 

A paper in Arabic signed by Arabi to the above effect was also handed to the 
Clerk of the Court, and was read out. 

The Court has now adjourned to deliberate upon the sentence, which it is expected 
will be pronounced at 3 this afternoon.

MY telegram No. 33 of to-day. 

During the interval which elapsed between the adjournment and reassembling of 
the court-martial, Messrs. Broadley and Napier sent me a solenn undertaking in 
writing, signed by Arabi and witnessed by themselves, that he would remove to any 
locality indicated by the Egyptian Government, and there remain until invited to 
change his abode. At 3 p.m. the court-martial reassembled, and the following sentence 
was pronounced on Arabi: “Arabi having avowed that he has been guilty of rebellion, 
the Court, in conformity with Article No. 9G of the Ottoman Military Code, anil 
Article No. 59 of the Ottoman Penal Code, pronounces sentence of death upon him; 
this sentence to be submitted to His Highness the Khedive.” 

After this sentence had been pronounced, a Khcdivial Decree was read by the 
Court commuting the capital sentence into perpetual exile, the commutation to become 
null and void should Arabi return to Egypt. When Arabi’s counsel advised their 
client to plead guilty, Messrs. Broadley and Napier knew that the confiscation of the 
prisoner’s property and degradation from his military rank would follow by Kliedivial 
Decree.

The British, Suez Canal Directors to Earl Granville.—(Received December 6.) 

(No. 20. Commercial.) 

My Lord, Paris, December 5, 1882. 

WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch 
No. 21, Commercial, of the 25th ultimo, and to render an account of the discussion 
on the means to be adopted for making the Suez Canal sufficient for the rapidly 
increasing traffic passing through it. 

The Works Commission which M. de Lesseps had brought together for this 
purpose consisted of the following members:—

Your Lordship will observe that besides the Managing Committee and the prin¬ 
cipal officials of the Company the only other members were the two non-resident 
English Directors and M. Guichard, who originally organized the present system of 
transit, and whose long experience of the Company's affairs on the Canal entitles his 
opinion to great weight. 

Contrary to what we had been led to expect when we reported on this subject to 
your Lordship in our No. 17, Commercial, of the 17th October, and No. 18 of the 
7th November, we found that a preliminary examination of the question had taken 
place before the meeting of the Commission, and that a detailed project, embodied in 
the Reports of M. de Rouville and M. Lemasson, had been prepared as a basis for our 
deliberations. 

We pointed out tliat this seemed to us to have prejudged the question which we 
had come over to examine; but avg Avcre assured that that Avas not the intention, and 
that the Commission Avas ready to take into account any remarks or suggestions that 
should be offered. 

As these Reports Avere entirely confined to the palliative measures for improving 
the existing Canal Avhicli avc had the honour to report to your Lordship iu our No. 18, 
Commercial, and in no Avay alluded to the more effectual method of attaining the 
desired end by a second canal Avhieh avc therein also mentioned, avo found ourselves iu 
the position of cither having to allow this important discussion to pass by Avithout 
consideration of what is probably the best mode of securing an improved communica¬ 
tion betAveen the tAvo seas, or of running counter to your Lordship’s last instructions 
that avc should not advocate any particular system. 

Wo therefore thought that we should best extricate ourselves from the dilemma 
by bringing under the notice of the Commission the idea of a second canal as a necessary 
clement in the general consideration of the subject; but Avopresented it as a purely personal 
suggestion on our part, Avliilst reserving to Her Majesty’s Government the opportunity 
of expressing an opinion on the Avorks to be carried out before any formal decision is 
taken. 

In submitting our obsciwations to the Works Commission we took care to impress 
upon them that our sole desire Avas to prevent their omitting from their searching 
examination any side whatever of the problem to be solved, and that avc Avished 
to elucidate the Avhole question, in order to arrive at the most effectual solution of it 
which should prevent the necessity of again examining it in a feAV years’ time, and 
consequently, by hoav looking forward to the requirements of a not distant future, save 
a present expenditure which the Avorks eventually adopted might render useless.

Whatever the system adopted there can be no doubt that of these A\ r orks 
Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12, amounting to 10,573,002 IT., ought to be under¬ 
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taken, as they tvould improve the existing Canal in a manner much needed not only 
for the increased numbers but for the increased length of the vessels uoav using it, and 
which has nearly doubled since the Canal Avas made. The flattening of the bend is 
most necessary to enable these long vessels to get round them Avithout touching the 
banks. 

No. 7—the doubling of tlie siding in Lake Timsali—is, we think, a Avork that 
ought not to he entered upon until the uoav system is decided on, as it Avould depend 
on the trace of tlio second canal, if made, in Avhat part of Lake Timsah the extension 
should take place. 

Nos. 5 and (1—the enlarged sidings at Kantara and kilom. 133—might not he 
required to their full extent if a second canal Avcre made. 

No. 13, for revetments, would ho in continuation of Avork of flic kind Avhieh 
has been going on for the last six or seven years, and should he continued Avliere 
required. 

The sum for the purchase of plant must ho expended under any circumstances. 

The project of the Canal officers Avas, according to the instructions given to them, 
to enable a traffic of 10,000,009 tons—net tonnage—annually to pass through the 
Canal Avithout diminution of the mean number of hours uoav occupied in the transit. 
They state that in ten years the number of vessels has nearly tripled, Avliile the 
tonnage has more than tripled. 

The following figures, Avhieh wc take from the last Suez Canal papers presented 
to Parliament (Commercial, No. , 1882), sIioav that the increase might have been 
stated in a more striking manner, and that therefore more effectual remedies are 
required:—

Prom this Table it will be seen that the pretensions of the Company to levy on 
gross tonnage checked the increase in 1872-73-74. As soon as this question AA r as 
settled in 1874 then 1 was a great increase in 1875; hut the unsettled state of affairs in 
the East and the consequent general depression of trade kept the movement through 
tire Canal from 1870 to 1870 from increasing very much. The last three years of a 
more settled state of affairs has led to the number of ships having doubled and the 
net tonnage having increased 82 per cent, from 1879 to 1881, although during the 
present year there has been a slight check in the last feAV months owing to tho 
troubles in Egypt. 

We have not tho net tonnago for the first eleven months of this year, hut the 
amount of receipts for the period sIioavs that tho net tonnage of 1882 will he more 
than double that of 1879. At the present rate of increase, therefore, the traffic Avould 
reach 10,000,000 tons in the next four years, or long before the Avorks proposed by the 
Canal officers can he completed. 

It is not likely that such a rate of increase can he sustained, hut it is not 
improbable that in iWe or six years a maximum of 10,000,000 tons Avill he reached. 

We pointed to the Commission that tho object in vieAV should he not simply to 
prevent, an increase in the number of hours occupied in transit, but to reduce that 
number very considerably. 

Wo further urged that their measures should tend not only to provide for a traffic 
of 10,000,000 tons, hut lor a considerable advance beyond that number; that before 
adopting the project, under consideration, it Avould he prudent to examine whether 
there is not, a method of resolving, once for all, the problem before them, and Avhether 
a second canal did not seem to oiler such a solution, as with two lines of canal, one for

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outward, the other for homeward-hound vessels, there could he no limit to the number 
to he passed through. 

This suggestion elicited a very general expression of opinion in favour of a second 
canal, which had evidently been present to the minds of many of the Commission, 
though no allusion had been made to it. The only opposition to it proceeded from 
M. de Rouvillc, the Chef du Transit, and M. Dauzats, the Engineer in Paris. M. do 
Lesscps, M. Charles de Lesscps, and the other Directors present, all spoke in favour of 
it, if the means could be realized. 

M. de Rouvillc based his objections to it on the assumption that, even if there 
were two canals vessels would still ground in both of them, hindering the progress 
onwards of all vessels astern of them, and that thus the delays from this cause, which 
are, he maintains, those which principally affect the navigation, would still subsist 
unless the remedial measures, recommended in the existing Canal, are carried out. Ho 
further contended that the expense of maintenance and administration of the two 
canals would be much in excess of the present cost under these heads. He was, 
however, constrained to admit that, by improving the present Canal, as proposed, and 
by so tracing the second canal as to diminish the chances ot grounding, the delays 
from this cause ought to be very much decreased, whilst by a system ot intercommuni¬ 
cation between the two canals, all delays might ho obviated. In any case, a single 
grounding could only delay vessels going in one direction instead ol, as at present, 
stopping the traffic both ways. 

Furthermore, it was represented by us to the Commission that by putting pressure 
on vessels to adopt the supplementary rudders now used by many, their steering 
would bo so much improved as to diminish materially the delays caused by 
grounding. 

The objections of M. Dauzats turned solely on the expense of making a second 
canal, and on the physical difficulties of the attempt; but his reasons were generally 
recognized by M. de Lcsseps and the other members of the Commission to he 
exceedingly weak. It has never been pretended that the work will not cost a con- 
siderablc°sum of money, but with the experience gained, and with the existing ports 
at either extremity and the intervening lakes, together with the appliances and 
resources at the command of the Company, it is unquestionable that the work can 
now ho carried out without the enormous preliminary and experimental outlay Avhicli 
attended the formation of the existing Canal. _ 

We derived from the very exhaustive discussion which followed, the following 

conclusions:— 

1. That however much the Canal might be widened, the free navigation ot it— 
that is, the passing of vessels on route whether going in the same direction or meeting 
one another, should never be permitted, as this freedom of navigation would inevitably 
lead to collisions which would be most fatal to the traffic. The Canal cannot be navi¬ 
gated under the conditions of a river; if vessels advance at full speed, as in a river, 
so as to give them their full steering power, the displaced wave would be so great as to 
destroy very rapidly the Canal banks ; whilst if they are propelled only at the reduced 
speed allowable under the circumstances, their steering is too uncertain to allow of 
free navigation without danger of collision. The obstruction of the Canal from a 
collision fn which a vessel were sunk, would be a far more serious matter than trom 

one taking the ground. . . . . 

2. The system of forming intermediate basins and passing vessels through in 
trains twice a-day, is thought by some to be preferable to allowing vessels to pass 
alom*- singly, and*shunting them in the sidings to allow others to pass as is now done. 
Its advocates, however, admit that there would be many difficulties in the working ot 
it, due to the different qualities of the vessels composing each train, and to the 
necessity of allowing a considerable space between every two vessels, in order that the 
groundin'-of one may not lead to her being run into by the vessel astern. The 
workin<- of these vast masses, whose momentum under weigh is so great, cannot bo 
conducted with the ease and precision by which a train of carriages coupled together 

and running on rails can be moved. , , , +P , . 

Those most experienced in the transit service of the Canal are very doubtlul or 
its bein'- possible to work the system so as to effect a saving of time. 

3. All evidence shows that the commercial world calls for a second canal as the 
most effective remedy for the present delays, and the only mode of meeting the 
requirements of tlio‘ growing traffic. A very strong opinion to this effect was 
expressed by the Secretary-General of the Company, who has special opportunities ot 
ascertaining the views of the shipping interest. 
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4. It was generally stated by the French members of the Commission that a 
second canal could not be undertaken unless some compensation be given to the 
shareholders for the considerable loss of dividends which must result from borrowing 
variously slated in the discussion at from 6,000,000/. to 
f’o!!’!!! ' sterling. Each the least of these sums Avould imply an annual charge 
ot 300,000/., or 3; t per cent, on the original share capital. It is not, therefore, likely 
that they will vote such a sum without some equivalent. M. Charles de Lesscps 
especially, indicated an extension of the term of the Company’s Concession as the 
direction in Avhicli they Avould look for their compensation. 

o. The Charter of the Company does not giVc it power to make a second canal, 
as they have not the ground in Avhicli to excavate it. A new Conces.-ion from the 
Egyptian Government Avould therefore ha\ x e to be obtained, requiring confirmation by 
a Firman from the Forte, and the Company Avould seek to obtain Avitli that Concession 
such compensation as would induce the shareholders to undertake the A\ork. 

We have endeavoured to give your Lordship as briefly as possible the results of 
the discussion; we have obtained the adjournment of the Commission for a month, 
in oicl(‘i that these details might he submitted to Her IVEajcstv^s Government. 

. Mie only decision taken was to recommend to the Council of Administration the 
immediate expenditure of 200,000/. on the purchase of more dredging machines, 
baiges, &c., aa hi eh will be required,Avhalcvcr may be the system adopted; and as their 
construction Avill be the Avork of several months, it is desirable not to lose even 
another month in giving the necessary orders. 

We have only to add that at its meeting this day the Council voted the expendi¬ 
ture recommended. 

We have the honour to inclose two copies of the Reports Avhicli were under 
discussion in the Commission, and a tracing shoAving the proposed works.*

Deport by Lieutenant-Colonel Wilson on the Proceedings of the Court-martial, for the 
Week ending November 25, 1882. 

November 19.—Mr. Broadley protested against the manner in which the agreement 
entered into between him and Borelli Bey had been violated. Tho President 
repudiated the second agreement and continued the examination of witnesses. The 
evidence taken was with regard to the bombardment and burning of Alexandria. 

November 20.—Ahmed Hey Bifaat was interrogated in the presence of Mr. Broadley. 
The prisoner complained of the manner in which he had been treated prior to his first, 
private, examination, and stated that his replies had been made under the influence of 
fear; he therefore asked for a new examination. 

Ali Pasha Ibrahim gave evidence with reference to the events of the 11th and 
12th July; and two bakers were called whose evidence tended to show that the 
disturbance which preceded, by one or two hours, the massacre of the lltli June, 
originated in a quarrel between some Arabs and Maltese. 

November 21.—Three members of the Bagheb Ministry were examined with 
reference to expressions said to have been used by Arabi Pasha; and the reason for 
withdrawing the troops from the forts on the 12th July. 

On the representation of the President, that Hassan Pasha Sherai and his two 
brothers wore in prison, and that there was no one to manage their large estates, the 
Minister of the Interior liberated one of the prisoners on bail. The President remarked 
that there appeared to be nothing against the two brothers, who are confined at 
Minieli. 

The President refused to allow Mr, Broadley to act as counsel for Mahmoud Pasha 
Sami. 

Sheikh Ibrahim Pasha gave evidence respecting the movements of Ilassan 
Musa-el-Accad on the 11th June. 

The Egyptian Government authorized the formation of a Sub-Commission to 
expedite the examination of the prisoners. 

November 22.— Sheikh Ahmed Pasha was examined with reference to the events 
of the lltli June and 12th July. Musa-el-Accad had helped him to save a European 
on the former day; on the latter, Suleiman Sami ordered the mosque and houses of 
himself and brother to be burned. Hassan Musa-el-Accad was afterwards interrogated 
with regard to his correspondence uith Prince Halim at Constantinople. 

November 23.—Omar Rev Rah mi and Suleiman Sami were interrogated with 
reference to the burning of Alexandria. Tin* former stated that Suleiman Sami had 
sent men from his regiment to surround the Khedive’s Palace, at Ramleh, o! his own 
accord, and that Arabi Pasha had reproached him for doing this; also that Suleiman 
Sami insisted on burning Alexandria in spite of the representations of Mahmoud 


Pasha Sami. Suleiman Sami denied this, and said that lie had done everything by 
Arabi’s orders; he also affirmed that Omar Bey Ralimi had told him to kill the 
Khedive. This Omar Halimi denied when confronted with Suleiman Sami. 

Some other unimportant evidence was taken. .. TT t t 

The Sub-Commission sat for the first time; Captain Macdonald, H.L I, and 
Mr Assistant Cameron, attended to watch the proceedings on the part of Her Majesty s 
Government. The Sub-Commission is to carry on the preliminary investigation ol 
cases sent up from the provinces. Eivc cases were examined and one prisoner liberated 

on bail. 

November 21.—The Court did not sit. 

November 25.—Witnesses were examined as to the burning of Alexandria. One 
witness heard Suleiman Sami order the soldiers to go and burn the houses of Sheikh 
Ibrahim and his sons. 

The Sub-Commission examined flic cases of three pnsoncis. 

Some of the prisoners complained that they were no longer able to provide them¬ 
selves with food. The President ordered soldiers’ rations to be issued to them. 

Three prisoners were liberated on bail during the week, and the names ol twenty- 
two others were submitted to the Minister of the Interior with a recommendation for

Deposition of Sultan Pasha, President of the Chamber of Notables, dated 24 Zilkc'de, 1299 
addressed to the President of the Commission of Inquiry. 

YOU ask me by your letter two questions, one concerning the behaviour of 
Mahmoud Sarny Pasha when, as President of the Council of Ministers, he summoned 
me and the Deputies to Cairo ; and the other respecting Arabi’s visit to me on 
Saturday the 27tli May, 1882, at the time when some Deputies and Ulemas were at my 
house, and the threats that he made use of to force us to acquiesce in his demands. 

1. Mahmoud Sarny summoned the Deputies by telegrams, which he forwarded 
direct to the Mooderecyehs without an order of llis Highness the Khedive. 

I was at Minicli when I received this telegram. On reaching Cairo I went to 
him. lie told me that the Deputies had been summoned because it was intended to 
assemble the Chamber for the purpose of laying before it certain acis imputed to ITis 
Highness the Khedive, with a view to obtaining a decision pronouncing his deposition, 
a decision that would be in accordance with his (Mahmoud Sarny’s) wishes and those 
of Arabi. I printed out to him that the [Organic?] Constitutional Law of the 
Chamber did not permit of its being summoned except by order of His Highness the 
Khedive, and that the Deputies would not assemble except by a Decree of His High¬ 
ness the Khedive, as was prescribed by the aforesaid Law. 

2. While the Deputies were at Cairo, summoned in the way I have just related, 
the note of the two Powers was presented, and caused the resignation of the Sarny 
Cabinet, of which Arabi was a member. On that same Saturday His Highness the 
Khedive had assembled some Ulemas, Notables, and the chiefs of the Military party, 
among whom wore Yacoub Sarny, who was Under-Secretary of State for War. His 
Highness the Khedive told them that the Ministry had been changed, that he intended 
to take charge of the Ministry of War until he found a person for that post, and that 
every one would be responsible, within the limit of his attributions, along with those 
under his orders, for any act that might disturb public security. Toulba and Yacoub 
Sarny then suddenly withdrew alone, without having been dismissed, in order to 
accentuate their refusal to submit to the Khedive, and said that they would neither 
accept the joint note of the two Powers nor the revocation of Arabi.—[Arabi was not 
revoked, but resigned.—Em] 

The Ulemas and Notables then asked me to find some means to preserve 
the town from disturbance, and with that object 1 requested Toulba, Yacoub Sarny, 
the other Colonels and Lieutenant-Colonels, as well as a few Notables, to meet me at 
my house. When they armed, l pointed out to them how disrespectful and insulting 
their conduct was towards His Highness the Khedive. 1 warned them of all the 
dangers that would be engendered by following the path that they were then on, and I 
advised them to submit to the orders of llis Highness the Khedive. They replied that 
they would postpone their answer until the arrival of Ahmed Arabi, who woidd pro\ idc 
for order and security, because they were all under his orders, and acted in accordance 
with his wishes. I answered that there was no need to send for him as lie had been 
dismissed [had resigned?]. 

They refused, however, to submit unless it was by agreement with Arabi, and I 
was obliged to send for him. lie arrived, accompanied by several ofliceis and soldiers, 
and a few minutes afterwards 500 soldiers and officers surrounded my house inside and 
out. [Sultan Pasha’s house stands in a garden inclosed by high walls.— Em] Arabi 
then rose and delivered a speech full of insults to previous Viceroys of the country and 
to the present Viceroy; he threatened the Deputies and Notables present, and carried 
llis audacity to the length of proclaiming the Khedive’s deposition. At this word tlio 
officers and soldiers posted inside and out shouted “The Khedive is deposed.” Then 
Arabi, addressing the Deputies and others who were present, said: “ Those who are 
with us, rise!” Upon this, Mohammed libel) drew his sabre and swore ‘by the 
divorce ’ to cut off the head of any one who did not rise. The threats did not intimi¬ 
date the Deputies, who remained seated with the exception of those belonging to the 
Military party, such as Emiu-el-Cluuusi, Mohanna Abou Omar, Mourad-cl-Sommdi, 
Aboil Abdellah, of Cluirkieh, and Mohammed Oilal, of Mmicli. Arabi demanded the 
signature of the Deputies to the Minutes of the proceedings (“ proces-verbaux ”), which, 
he had with him. 


I told him that it was impossible, and the Deputies also energetically refused. 
Seeing that the Deputies remained impassable in the lace of his threats, he sat down. 
Then Yacoub Sarny and Toulba requested me, the Deputies, and others who were 
present to beg His Highness the Khedive to reinstate Arabi in his functions, so 
that public tranquillity might not he disturbed. I went to His Highness and laid 
before him an account of what had occurred, but lie refused to reinstate Arabi. The 
following day the merchants and Ulemas came to me; I refused to sec them under 
pretence that I was ill. Arabi came and suggested to them that they should go to llis 
niglmess the Khedive and solicit his recall. They went there, in fact, and llis High¬ 
ness ceded to their prayer in the interest of public order.

Report by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson of the Proceedings of the Court-martial for the 
Wcelc ending December 2, 1882. 

November 20.—Evidence was taken respecting tlio action of Suleiman Sami on 
the 11th June. Sergeant A wad Ilal’fi was interrogated and released, as it was found 
that he had been imprisoned by mistake. The Commission recommended that several 
prisoners should be released on bail. 

November 27.—Several officers were interrogated as to the part they had taken in 
the recent, rebellion, and a list was mado of additional prisoners recommended for 
release on bail. L(4tors were written to prisoners whose examination had been com¬ 
pleted, requesting them to select counsel for their defence. The President notified to 
Mr. Broadley the acceptance by the Commission of the agreement of the 2nd November, 
entered into between that gentleman and Borelli Bey. 

November 28.—Several junior oUlcers wore interrogated. Mr. Broadley undertook 
the defence of Mahmoud I’aslui Poll mi. The Commission ordered the release of 
101 prisoners, military and civilian, at Alexandria, provided they were not implicated 
in the massacre of the 31th June, or the events of the 12th July and succeeding 
days. 

November 20.-— Hassan Musa-cl-Acead was interrogated respecting his relations 
with Prince Halim and the Petition to the Sultan to dethrone the Khedive. Nothing 
of importance was elicited. Slieikh-el-Edwi was interrogated with reference to the 
part he had taken in the rebellion. The prisoner, who is an old man, did not appear 
to he deeply implicated ; he complained to the Commission of the manner in which he 
had been insulted on the 5th October when the Palace eavasscs visited the prison. 

Arabi Pasha and others were examined with regard to two Europeans supposed 
to have been murdered at Ivafr-Do war. H eventually transpired that they had been 
sent to Cairo, and were released after the British occupation. The President notified 
to Mr. Broadley that all papers connected with the preliminary examination of Arabi 
Paslm, Mahmoud Pasha Sami, and others, had been handed to him. 

November 30.— llassan Musa-cl-Acead and Osman Pasha Eouzi were interrogated 
with reference to the part they had taken in intrigues to replace the Khedive by 
Prince Halim. The examination chiefly turned on the authorship and distribution of 
a seditious lithographed pamphlet. 

December 1.—The Court did not sit. 
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December 2.—Abdulla Paslia Filcri was interrogated with regard to liis action at 
tlie time of tlie court-martial on tlic Circassians, and whilst a member of tlie Sami 
Ministry. The prisoner maintained that he had wished to resign, but feared the 
consequences. 

Mr. Broadley was permitted to defend several prisoners for whom he had been 
retained. 

The President informed Mr. Broadley, by letter, that the Commission had decided 
to send Arabi Pasha before the court-martial at once on a charge of rebellion against 
the Khedive, if counsel for the defence saw no objection. 

Mr. Broadley haring replied that counsel had no objection, the President of the 
Commission referred Arabi’s case to the court-martial for trial. 

It was decided to assemble the court-martial for the trial of Arabi Pasha on a 
charge of rebellion against the Khedive at 9 a.m. on the 3rd instant. 

I attach Major Macdonald’s Report on the proceedings of the Sub-Commission. 
The members of the Sub-Commission have worked well during the week, and it is 
satisfactory to find that they have released several prisoners on bail. 

The prisoners at the several prisons have been visited; there were some com¬ 
plaints of insufficient food and clothing: orders were issued to provide what was 
necessarv.

Sir, Cairo, December 2, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose herewith a tabulated list of the prisoners’ cases 
which have come before the Commission, to which I am attached, between the 
23rd November and the 1st December, 1882. 

The Commission inquired into the cases of forty prisoners in the eight working 
days. The evidence consisted, in the first instance, of documents in the form of 
accusation to which a certain number of persons have affixed their signatures; and 
secondly, but in a few instances only, of letters and telegrams implicating the 
accused. 

No instance of harsh treatment or unfair play has come under my notice, and the 
Commissioners, from whom I have received every assistance, have appeared to give the 
utmost attention to the work in hand. 

During the week I have visited forty prisoners in the court-house and sixty-five 
in the zaptieh. They made no complaints of ill-treatment. 

I would beg to call attention to the fact that most of the prisoners in the zaptieh 
being of the poorer class, and belonging to the lower grades of the late Egyptian 
army, arc reduced to great straits to provide themselves with sustenance; several, 
though making no complaint of their treatment, state that, having been so long in 
prison, they have no money left, and aro reduced to selling their clothes to buy them¬ 
selves food.

My Lord, 18, Arlington Street, December G, 1882. 

WE, who have already laid before Iler Majesty’s Government a proposal tor the 
construction of a fresh-water canal through Egypt, connecting Alexandria with Suez, 
and passing through Cairo, having learnt through the public press that the Suez Canal 
Company have been invited by the English Commissioners to consider a rival project 
for a second sea-water canal, beg that before an absolute decision is arrived at on this 
most important subject, stops limy be taken, under the authority ol tin* Government, 
to inquire into the respective merits of the two schemes. We believe that the result 
of such an inquiry must be to demonstrate the unquestionable superiority of a fresh¬ 
water to a sea-water canal, and we desire the opportunity of showing that the plan 
which we advocate will confer bene fils, direct and indirect, both on Egypt and on 
British eomimree which cannot be anticipated from any improvements or extension of 
the existing route by Fort Said and Suez. 

We have long seen and have frequently urged in our previous communications 
with the Foreign Office that tbe accommodation afforded by the existing Canal was 
insufficient, and that sooner or latter a second canal Mould be required. 

M. de Lesseps expressed the contrary opinion, but we now find him recommending 
tho immediate expenditure of a million and a quarter on the improvement of his 
Canal, while his proposals appear to the English Commissioners inadequate, and they 
[81J I 





















arc consequently urging on tlie Suez Canal Company the construction of a parallel 
route for ships. 

So far, therefore, our view would appear to he now accepted hy Iler Majesty’s 
Government, and the necessity for largely increasing the present facilities for transit 
through Egypt, which has always hitherto been denied, is now admitted even hy the 
French Company. Our original contention is now accepted as the common basis of 
argument. 

We submit that this fact affords a primd facie reason for inquiry into our 
proposals as a whole. 

The question is now narrowed to this issue: should the new canal he of salt 
water, parallel to that now existing, as remote from commercial centres, as useless to 
Egypt, and as much exposed to the risks of foreign interference as the present Canal 
is P or should it he of fresh water, passing through a new line of country, and through 
the most important cities, conferring vast benefits upon Egypt, and placed under 
British direction and British control ? 

It will hardly he questioned that hitherto, whoever may have profited hy the Suez 
Canal, Egypt has not. Paid for in great part with Egyptian money, and made 
hy Egyptian labour, it has been not only useless hut absolutely prejudicial to its 
makers. Its profits have gone to the French Company, while its effects on Egypt have 
been to withdraw from the country the money which was formerly spent there 
by passengers on their road to India, and to supply France with a reason for direct 
interference with the native Government. 

It adds nothing to the prosperity or to the fertility of the country through which 
it passes. It is as barren as the desert which bounds it. 

The scheme which we advocate will have widely different results. A fresh-water 
canal is in Egypt a river of life; nor in this case will its benefits be limited to 
the immediate neighbourhood of its stream, which will constitute a great source 
of supply, from which the waters of the Nile can be led through a system of minor 
irrigation canals east and Avest of the Damietta and Itosetta branches. Lands uoav 
imperfectly irrigated, subject to all the chances of a low Nile and of consequent 
dearth Avill be rendered permanently fertile; the prosperity of the fellah will be 
assured; districts uoav desert because the ancient canals and the sources of their 
fertility have been destroyed will be restored to cultivation; the damage done by 
centuries of neglect and of Turkish misrule will be repaired; the boundaries of the 
desert will be driven back, and the area of productive industry largely increased. 

Nor is it agriculture Avhich alone Avill profit. 

The Suez Canal approaches no Egyptian town except Suez. It traverses Port 
Said and Ismallia, but these are frontier stations, held, administered, and OAvned by 
foreigners. The former, from the peculiarity of its position, admits of no extension. 
The latter is a desert village inhabited by the employes of the Canal, Avho are 
exclusively French. 

On the other hand, the direct connection of Alexandria Avith Cairo and Suez by an 
easy and economical route for the transport of all heavy merchandize must gh'e a vast 
impulse to the trade of the entire country, and consequently to that of Europe; and of 
England. Bulky goods such as coals can then he transported in the same bottoms 
from Europe to the interior of Egypt, and can be distributed by existing water 
carriage from Cairo to the remotest districts. Opportunities such as have never 
existed hitherto Avill be afforded for the development of internal trade and of manu¬ 
facturing industry; the cost of fuel, a most important matter in a country which 
possesses neither coal nor Avood, Avill he much diminished, Avliile the sluices attached to 
the canal locks and the distribution of Avater by gravitation will afford Avater-power 
directly available for machinery and for the preparation of the cotton and sugar crops. 

The work Avhich it is proposed to undertake offers no difficulties. That the plan 
can bo carried out is certain, for water communication exists at the present moment 
betAveen Alexandria and Cairo, Avliile an ancient canal long connected Cairo Avitli the 
Bod Sea, and avus used for the passage of ships. Undertakings Avhich Avcre possible 
to men unprovided with modern appliances and modern machinery arc certainly not 
beyond the engineers of the nineteenth century. 

The combination of irrigation Avith navigation has been tried in Indian canals 
Avith such results that the system is being extended, yet the rivers of that country 
present far greater impediments to engineering skill than any which the slower 
Avatcrs of the Nile can offer. 

Nor has the application of this system in India been confined to one district. 
Instances of canals serving the double purpose are the Godavery and Kistna Canals, 
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in Madras, made nearly thirty years ago ; the Orissa, Midnassorc, and Sone Canals, in 
Bengal, commenced in 18G3; and the ncAV Sirliind Canal, opened this year. The total 
length of these combined irrigation and navigation canals is 1,G1G miles. 

Large as the expense of a fresh-Avatcr canal must be, avc see no reason for 
supposing that the cost of constructing a second sea-Avatcr canal Avill be any less. 
That canal must be dug in the desert; the Avorkmcn transported to a great distance 
from their homes must be fed ; fresh Avater must be conveyed to the AVorks for their 
use; and these disadA'antages Avill probably fully compensate for the extra labour 
involved in the greater length of the fresli-water canal, the Avorkmcn employed on 
Avhich can he obtained at less expense and can be more easily supplied Avith the 
necessaries of life. 

TV bile the remuneration for the use of the capital expended on a ucav sea-Avater 
canal can only be obtained from ship dues and cannot commence until the canal is 
complete and available for ships, the fresh-Avatcr canal will have three sources of 
revenue: transit dues, local traffic, and the payments received for irrigation. The 
income available from the last source Avill accrue rapidly as each length of the 
canal becomes serviceable to the neighbouring landed proprietors. As soon ns one- 
half of the Avork is completed and the canal open from Alexandria to Cairo, a con¬ 
siderable development of native and foreign trade may be expected, and the income 
derived from irrigation will be augmented by payments received for the passage of 
vessels. 

When the fresh-Avatcr canal is completed to Suez, the Port Said route will con¬ 
tinue to be used by the mail steamers and by the ships of those OAvners to Avliom speed 
is of paramount importance; but all trade with India and Australia is not conducted 
under the same conditions, and there are many merchants Avho Avill be Avilling to 
spend an extra day on the transit through Egypt when the small loss of time is 
doubly compensated by diminished prices and by the cleansing of the ship’s bottom, 
Avhich will result from the passage through fresh Avater. 

The separation of the rapid from the slower traffic will be an equal benefit to 
both, at least as great as that Avhich could be derived from the separation of outward 
and homcAvard bound A'cssels, since it is obvious that a quick ship cannot bo allowed 
to pass a sIoav one in the canal Avhen travelling in the same direction. 

So far, avc have dealt only Avith the advantages Avhich the fresh-Avatcr canal will 
confer on agriculture, trade, or commerce; but political considerations cannot be 
omitted from the discussion of a question of this importance. 

To develop and extend the existing Canal is to add additional weight to French 
influence in Egypt, and to encourage the pretension of the French Government further 
to interfere Avith the internal administration of the country and with our route to 
India. 

The fresh-Avatcr canal, on the contrary, made and administered by Englishmen, 
Avill facilitate the settlement of British merchants in the great cities, and Avill bring 
the influences of England to bear on the centres of national life. 

It is not sought to confine the commercial benefits of the canal in any degree to 
England ; but it may at least bo permitted to us to urge that the future preponderance 
of English influence in Egypt cannot be indifferent to Englishmen, and that, Avliile 
the construction of the proposed fresh-Avatcr canal would tend to ensure that result, 
the effect of adding to the existing Suez Canal can only be to encourage in the native 
mind the belief that French Avishes and French counsels have obtained the mastery 
uoav, and are likely to do the same in future. That the proposal for doubling the 
Suez Canal is made by the English Commissioners is a fact which Avill produce littlo 
or no effect on native opinion. All that Egyptians will see is that the French 
Company has become more important and more poAverful than it Avas before. On that 
basis they will form their own conclusions. 

Finally, avc Avould urge that the existence of an entirely separate route, free from 
international complications, is an immense security to our Indian Empire, and no 
slight safeguard against the danger of future misunderstandings Avith other European 
Bowers. On this line we shall haA'eno national susceptibilities to consult except those 
of Egypt, and, as it is proposed to make the Khedive and the people of Egypt direct 
partners in the pecuniary profits of a public Avork, from Avhich they av ill derive other 
great and increasing advantages, their good-Avill can hardly he doubtful. 

Whatever objections may exist to conquest or to annexation, there are none, of 
which avc arc aware, whether English, Egyptian, or European, to the establishment of 
a permanent influence based on services rendered and confirmed by the groAvth of 
national prosperity. 
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That this result would he attained by the execution of the project now before your 
Lordship we are confident. 

Our previous correspondence with the Foreign Office had led us to expect that 
Her Alajcsty’s Government, while abstaining from active co-operation in every com¬ 
mercial undertaking, would yet be -willing to assist us in securing for our proposals a 
fair hearing from the Government of ltis Highness the Khedive, llelying on the 
assurances received we have therefore hitherto abstained from seeking other support, 
and if our case has been presented in a weaker form than it might otherwise have 
assumed, it is because we have deemed it right to comply with the expressed desire 
of the Government that we should at present refrain from publishing our views; hut 
the time presses, and if we were now to adopt your Lordship’s suggestion of silence, the 
opportunity of action might be altogether lost. And we are, therefore, compelled to 
ask your Lordship not to consider this letter in the light of a private communication 
to ller Majesty’s Government.

The British Suez Canal Directors to Earl Granville.—(Received December 13.) 

(No. 51. Confidential.) 

My Lord, London, December 11, 1882. 

AYE have the honour to report to your Lordship that we attended the meeting of 
the Finance Commission of the Suez Canal Council on the 28th ultimo, for the 
purpose of examining the Budget for 18^3 submitted by the Committee of Manage¬ 
ment, which will form the subject of another despatch. In the course of the 
discussion an incident occurred which we think desirable to mention. 

In submitting the items for the administration of the Company’s affairs, it Avas 
stated that M. \ ietor do Lcsseps, the “ Agent Superieur ” of the Company in Egypt, 
would resign that appointment on the 1st .lauuaiy, and that it Avas proposed to replace 
him by M. do llouvillo, ho has for some years boon “‘Chef du 'transit” on the 
Canal, and who is a very aide and competent person for the post. 

AVe however thought it our duty to suggest that, iu view of the great number of 
shares held by I lei Majesty’s Government, of the constant personal intercourse and 
correspondence between the Company and English captains, shippers, and others, as 
well as of tin 1 large proportion of the receipts of the Company paid by English ship- 
OAvners, it would ho a good opportunity to place an Englishman in the post of “Agent 
Superieur,” an arrangement which, we urged, would, in our judgment, he very advan- 
tageous to the Company. 

This suggestion was not well received. AI.de Lcsseps observed that the Avhole 
system of lus administration of the Canal was based on the gradual advancement of 
the employes from the lowest to the highest offices; that if would destroy the esprit 
<Je corns of the employes to take a highly recommended individual from ouhide the 
Company’s sen ice, howcAcr great his merits, and place him at the head of the 
Administration in Egypt, whilst, without having gone Enough the training of the 
loAver posts, he could not know llie details of the system he Avould ba\e to work, or 
give satisfaction to the Central Administration in l’aris, under whoso orders and 
control the “ Agent Superieur” must necessarily have to act. 

M. Charles do Lcsseps remarked on his part that the system on which they 
worked is this : Every new employe begins at the lowest post of the branch in which 
lie enters, either as engineer or clerk, lie is not classed, and : s placed entirely under the 
authority of the Chief of his Department, who has the power to dismiss him if he is not 
suited to th(‘ Avork. It he gives satisfaction he is, in course ol time, recommended to ho 
classed, and is then taken on the permanent stall’of the Company. He then becomes 
entitled to pension and other pri\ileges, and cannot lie dismissed by r any hut the 
Central Administration in Paris. It i« true that M. A ietor de Lcsseps did not fulfil 
these conditions, as he had only served for a short time as Secretary to the “ Agent 
Superieur” in Egypt before lie himself was appointed to the post; lmt as the son of 
tin' founder of the Company, it must he supposed that an exception to flu* rule laid 
down by M. Charles do Lcsseps might reasonably hi' allowed. 

This Avas indeed the answer we received when avc alluded to the circumstances of 
M. Victor do Lcsseps’ nomination. 

AVe must add that we spoke upon this matter,confidentially, both to At. Ferdinand 
de Lcsseps and to Al. Charles do Lcsseps, pointing out, with a freedom we could not 
use before the full Commission, the a arioiisadvantages AvhieliAvethought the Company 
would derive from associating with the local management, in a prominent position, an 
Englishman of reputation and experience; and we hinted to them that, after the recont 
occurrences, and the friction Avhich had arisen during the English expedition to Egypt, 
it would have been extremely desirable, and even politic, if tin* Company had spon¬ 
taneously offered to appoint an Englishman to the post in question, and wo did not 
doubt that Her Alajesty’s Government would appreciate the spirit which had dictated 
such an arrangement.

I HAVE requested your Excellency, by telegraph, to express to tin* Khedive the 
acknowledgments of Jler Majesty’s Government at the magnanimous policy pursued 
by llis Highness in regard to Arabi and his associates in tin' late rebellion. 

I take this opportunity of recapitulating the circumstances attending tin* trial in 
order to place on record as clearly as possible the action of Her Majesty’s Government 
in relation to the proceedings which have tit last been brought to a satisfactory con¬ 
clusion, although they wore at one time threatened with confusion and probable 
failure owing to the disregard of the advice tendered by Her Majesty’s Government 
as to the conditions on which the employment of foreign counsel should bo permitted 
by the Egyptian Government. 


Arabi and bis fellow-prisoners wore made over to the Khedive on the express 
condition that none of them should be put to death without the consent of Her 
Majesty’s Government. 

The reason for making this condition was that, Arabi having surrendered 
himself to the British Commander, Her Majesty’s Government considered that he 
should not be delivered up to the vengeance of the Egyptian authorities without a 
guarantee that he would not be executed except after conviction on a fair trial of 
crimes which, according to the practice of civilized nations, call for the extreme 
penalty of the law. If it should appear on the trial that Arabi could not be charged 
with any other crimes than those of treason and rebellion, Her Majesty’s Government 
were disposed to recommend the Khedive to adopt the more humane practice of 
modern times and to exercise his prerogative of mercy in favour of the prisoners, in 
which course Her Majesty’s Government felt confident that they would be supported 
by the general voice of Europe. 

But if the evidence should inculpate Arabi in such crimes as murder, pillage, 
incendiarism, and the like, which were committed Indore and during the hostilities, 
and as to which no political motives could be pleaded in extenuation, Her Majesty s 
Government would not be prepared to intercede on his behalf. 

It was clearly understood that Arabi was to be tried before an Egyptian Tribunal, 
according to Egyptian law, and generally according to Egyptian procedure. The 
Egyptian procedure, however, if strictly adhered to, would not have admitted of 
publicity or of defence by counsel, two conditions of a fair trial which Her 
Majesty’s Government considered indispensable. 

They foresaw that, without those two conditions, it would not be possible for 
them to come to a safe conclusion when the time arrived to decide whether or not 
they should intercede on the prisoner’s behalf, and practically to decide the issue of 
life or death. _ 

Her Majesty's Government were not concerned with the particular Code of Law 
applicable to the case, but only with the procedure. Accordingly, they informed the 
Egyptian Government that they did not desire to take any steps which might appear 
to supersede tin- authority of the Khedive, but only to assure themselves that the 
prisoners would have a fair trial, and that no improper or unjust restrictions would be 
placed on the defence. "With that view they recommended that the trial should be 
public, and that Ihc prisoners should have counsel. The Egyptian Government agreed 
that the procedure should be so far modified as to allow of the trial being public, and 
of the prisoner being defended by counsel, but they insisted on native counsel only 
being employed. In the meanwhile, English counsel had already been retained toi 
the defence, and if appeared to Her Majesty's Government that, in view of the gravity 
of the case, and of the public interest which tvas excited throughout Europe in the 
proceedings, the prisoner should be allowed to select his own advocate, irrespective of 

nationality. . 

The Egyptian Government objected to foreign counsel on a variety ot grounds, 
and principally on the ground that the trial would be indefinitely protracted, and that 
it would be turned into a political arena. . 

Her Majesty’s Government replied that the objections of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment could be met by the Court laying down certain rules as to the admission ot 
foreign counsel which would obviate the difficulties they apprehended. . 

It was obvious that no issue could possibly be raised as to Arabi s guilt on the 
charge of rebellion, and that on the charge of complicity in ordinary crimes, such as 
murder, pillage, incendiarism, and the like, , no arguments or evidence as to political 
motives or reasons ought to be admitted in justification ot thorn. 

Accordingly Her .Majesty’s Government recommended the adoption ot the 

following rules :— _ 

1. Prisoners should be allowed foreign counsel if any are on the spot, and available 

within the time reasonably fixed for the trial. 

2. The names of such counsel should be submitted to, and accepted by, the 

Egyptian Government. . 

3. Native' counsel only should be allowed to address the Court; foreign counsel 

should only advise. . . .. .. e 

4. No arguments or evidence as to political motives or reasons m justuication ot 
the olFonces charged should be admitted, but only such as go to establish or disprove 
the truth of the charges made. 

5. No counsel should appear who does not subscribe to the above conditions, which, 
should he tigidly enforced by the Court. 
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TTor Majesty’s Government pointed out that the Court could eontrol the eonduet 
of the defence, and prevent the trial being unreasonably protracted. If time should 
he requested to procure the attendance of absent witnesses, counsel might he called on 
to state tv!)at facts they were expected tv) prove; and the request could he refused if 
the object were not to pro\e facts material to the charges, hut tv) prove political reasons 
or motives in justification of ordinary crimes. 

Sir E. Mulct on the 191h October reported that the Egyptian Government, on 
further consideration, would probably agree to the admission of foreign counsel, as 
they saw the possibility of guarding against the evils which they had appiohendcd, 
and on the 20th he telegraphed that this course had been decided on. 

On the 25th, however, Sir E. Malet telegraphed that certain rules of procedure 
had been agreed upon between the Public Prosecutor, Borelli Bey, and the counsel for 
Arabi’s defence. 

Those rules were not stated to have had the sanction of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment, or of the Court, and they appeared to have been the result of private negotiation 
between tho advocates for the prosecution and defence. Tiny differed materially from 
the rules recommended by Her Majesty's Government, and afforded no sufficient 
guarantees against the unlimited protraction of the trial and the introduction of 
irrelevant matter. They would certainly have enabled the advocates of Arnbi to do that 
which the Egyptian Government so much deprecated, namely, to turn the trial into a 
political arena. Her Majesty's Government at once instructed Sir E. Malet to Avarn 
the Egyptian Government that if the conditions of the employment of foreign 
counsel which they liavl recommended were departed from, the responsibility lor any 
delays and inconveniences resulting therefrom must rest with the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment. 

fn the meanwhile, the preliminary inquiry had been opened, and Sir Charles 
Wilson had boon instructed to attend the sittings of the Court, and to natch tho 
proceedings on behalf of Her Majesty's Government. 

lie reported on the 18th October that they were conducted with great fairness 
towards the prisoners. 

The first part of the inquiry having been concluded, and the whole evidence for 
the prosecution having been taken, Sir C. Wilson reported that tho evidence did not 
establish any of the charges brought against Avahi except tnat of rebellion. 

While arrangements were being mad' for proceeding with tin' second part of the 
inquiry, ller Majesty’s Government were informed that the question of procedure had 
given rise to great difficulty, and that the Court had declined to recognize the agree¬ 
ment as to procedure which had been entered into between the Public Prosecutor and 
the counsel for tin defence. 

In the meanwhile, Arahi having intimated through his counsel liis intention of 
pleading guilty to the charge of rebellion, and the evidence in support of the other 
charges having broken down, an obvious solution was at baud. 

Arahi was arraigned on the charge of rebellion only, and pleaded guilty. 

The Khedive exercised his prerogative of mercy, and commuted his sentence 
from one of capital punishment to degradation of rank, confiscation of property, and 
exile. 

The foregoing observations will explain to your Excellency the action and inten¬ 
tions of Her Majesty’s Government in relation to the trial, which appeared at times to 
he open to misconception. 

1 cannot conclude this despatch without assuring your Lxeelleney that Her 
Majesty’s Government appreciate in tho highest degree tin* services rendered by your¬ 
self, Sir E. Malet, and Sir C. Wilson throughout these complicated proceedings.

T ILE Turkish Ambassador communicated to me to-day the telegram of which a 
copy is inclosed,* and asked w hat was the state of the question with regard to the 
payment by Egypt of the expenses of the British army of occupation.

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I told his Excellency that nor Majesty’s Government did not propose to demand 
any payment from Egyptian funds on account of the expenses of suppressing tho 
rebellion. The position in which they were placed, however, towards the Khedive, left 
to them tho duty of providing for the maintenance of order in Egypt until His 
Highness could organize fresh forces for the purpose. Her Majesty’s Government did 
not intend to claim from the Egyptian Government any portion of the regular pay of 
tho troops employed in this manner, thoiurh they might fairly have done so. But 
they proposed that the extraordinary expenditure entailed by the maintenance of this 
force in Egypt should he borne by the Egyptian Exchequer. I added that we wore 
anxious to withdraw our troops as rapidly as the state of the country and the organiza¬ 
tion of a native army and police would permit. 

Musurus l’asha said that the arrangement I had mentioned would not he valid or 
regular unless previously communicated to the Sultan, and made with Ilis Majesty’s 
permission and authority. 

1 said that that was a contention which in this ease I did not admit.

I AM directed by Lari Granville to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
Gth instant relative to the project for a navigable fresh-water canal to connect 

Alexandria with Suez by way of Cairo. 

The influential deputation whom, at your request, Lord Granville saw on the 
29th ultimo on this subject urged upon his Lordship the importance of this scheme 
and expediency of immediate action. They requested that Her Majesty’s Represen¬ 
tatives hi Egypt might lie officially instructed to assist, Mr. Waferlield as the agent of 
the promoters, to introduce him to the Egyptian authorities, and to obtain for him 
facilities to collect the necessary data for preparing the details of tin* undertaking and 
presenting it <o the public in proper shape. 

Lord Granville replied that, if pressed for an immediate answer to these requests 
he would he compelled to reply in the negative; that if Hie application were delayed 
and presented with full details and particulars when other matters in Egypt had 
become more definitely settled, he was uncertain whether he should or should not bo 
able to meet tho wishes of the deputation; but that, for the present Her Majesty’s 
Government would not commit themselves to any opinion upon the several schemes for 
enlarging the maritime communication between the Meuiierranean and the Red Sen. 

Lord Granville saw with surprise a statement in the public press that the British 
Directors of the Suez Canal Company had invited the Council of the Company to 
consider a project for the construction of a second canal through the isthmus. Such 
a proceedim** on their part would have been contrary to their instructions, which

directed them to abstain from advocating any particular system at the meeting at 
Paris. 

It appears, however, from the explanations furnished by the British Directors, that 
in the discussion as to the method of improving the communication through the 
Canal, they stated that the idea of a second canal was a necessary element in the general 
consideration of the subject, but that they presented this as a purely personal 
suggestion on their part, and expressly reserved the opinion of Iler Majesty Govern¬ 
ment on the subject of the works to he carried out. 

Lord Granville understands that there arc three separate schemes for affording 
increased facilities of navigation in b'gypt: by the enlargement or duplication of the 
Suez Canal; by the connection of Alexandria and Suez through Cairo; and by the 
utilization and extension of the canals of the Delta and of the Nile for the purposes of 
navigation. The plans of increased irrigation which are connected with the project 
advocated by you are a feature distinct from that of the navigation. There can be little 
doubt, in the abstract, that such increased irrigation would be of material benefit to 
the prosperity of Egypt. But the manner in which the work can he most 
advantageously executed, and the advisability of connecting it with the project of a 
ship-canal, are questions of great complexity. Lord Granville has been in communication 
with other members of the Cabinet on the subject, and they arc agreed that llcr 
Majesty’s Government must, in any ease, decline to commit themselves to an opinion 
upon any scheme presented to them only in outline and not worked out in a detailed 
form. In the case of any great industrial enterprise it is for the promoters to present 
to the Government a perfected scheme before asking Her Majesty's Government to 
pronounce any opinion upon it. It is believed that all the data necessary for a 
decision by the promoters can he obtained on the spot without official intervention. 

Mr. Waterlield has recently visited Egypt in connection with a scheme of public 
works at Alexandria, and was supplied by Lord Granville with a letter of introduction 
to Sir E. Malet recommending him as a gentleman personally known to him and of 
high respectability, but refraining from any expression of opinion upon the project in 
which bo was engaged; Lord Granville would be ready to introduce Mr. Waterlield 
in a similar manner to Lord Dufferin.

THE semi-official “ Nord-dcutschc Allgemcinc Zeitung” of yesterday evening 
publishes an article drawing attention to the question of devising some international 
scheme for safe-guarding the navigation of the Suez Canal, one of the points discussed 
at the last Constantinople Conference :— 

“ The negotiations at that time fell through, thanks to the English successes in 
Egypt, which removed all dangers to the navigation of the Canal.” It is now 
reported, the “ Nord-dcutschc ” goes on to say, that the British Government will 
shortly make to the Bowers represented at that Conference proposals for the definitive 
settlement of the question. 

The “ Nord-deutscho ” is convinced that any such proposal on the part of Her 
Majesty's Government will meet with the friendly consideration to be expected from 
the good relations which at present exist between all the Powers. Tin* (‘Herts of those 
Powers who have but a secondary interest in the Egyptian question will be directed, 
in the first place, to preserve peace and good relations between all the Bowers; and, in 
the next, from a sense of justice, to protecting the interests of those State's hitherto 
unrepresented at tin* Conference who have special interests in the Suez Canal 
navigation by reason of their colonial possessions. 

Should the Conference meet again, it is reported that both Spain and the 
Netherlands intend to represent their washes in this respect, both to the Conference 
and to the several Bowors. The “ Xord-deutsche ” concludes by expressing its con¬ 
viction that such action on the part of these State's would be favourably viewed by all 
the Bowers, and that they w ill obtain their proper share in the advantage of a freer 
and safer navigation of the Canal for the future.

THE Commissioners of the Domains have* frequently put torward the reasons 
which led them to consider the Commission of the Domains as a Commission of Liqui¬ 
dation rather than a permanent institution. This attribute is inherent in its constitu¬ 
tion. It also necessarily arises in practice. 

It is absolutely impossible, whatever may he said to the contrary, that an abstrac¬ 
tion like a Commission can administer so groat an extent, as 210,000 hectares ol land 
as profitably as persons directly interested in the soil and dwelling on the I arms, it is 
also impossible' for a Commission, for lack of the necessary capital, to develop and 
improve land so as to bring it within the category of the higher rate of tax, or to 
win lands hitherto uncultivated, hut capable of being cultivated, so as to admit ot their 
paying a tax. The State suffers in consequence, 't he State also complains when, in 
accordance with the contracts it has made, it is obliged to make up a deficit in the binds 
of the Administration, such as may he caused by a drought, a rebellion, or any other 
cause foreseen in the historical dream of Joseph. On both grounds, iherelore, there 
is great interest in liquidating, as quickly as possible, the debts which encumber the 
land Administration in Egypt, viz., those of the Daira Sanieh and the State Domains. 
This way of looking at the .situation has been held by the Commissioners since the day 
they took charge. It has had a prominent place in their printed Reports, and has 
formed the subject of many communications between the Commissioners and the 
several Governments of J1 is Highness the Khedive, and between the Commissioners 
and the Messrs. Rothschild. 

Messrs. Rothschild arc so much of the same opinion as the Commissioners on this 
subject that they not only a creed immediately to all the proposals ol s;dc which wore 
made to them from time 1o time, but also a general proposal lor the sale ot all the 
Domains at an arranged price. A Table of values exists, and shows that the pledge 
hypothecated to secure the Domain Loan of S,500,000/. might, under certain circum¬ 
stances, be valued at 11,500,000/. Linder such circumstances the holders of the pledge 
have willingly accepted in principle the Table ol values, and tin* Domain Com¬ 
missioners have not ceased to make efforts to realize the advantages oi it. 

Unfortunately, the Egyptian (!o\eminent up to now have not been able to bring 
themselves to approve of the wholesale disposal of the Domains. Only with the. 


greatest difficultv was it convinced of the great advantage to he derived by the State 
by o-rantim-a power of purchase to the tenants ol Eedreshme and Belquas, and the 
consent which it finally gave was, so to speak, in spilt; of itself. A proposal lor the 
sale of the Eavoum Estate (Ki,000 leddans) at a price which would have P» J °Ra 
ninth part of the loan, and which would have been very advantageous to tl e Egyptian 
State was twice presented to the Government, and twice rejected. It is to. be bop. d 
that the reasons notified to the Commission as having lecl the Council to their decision 
have no lower anv existence, for they were, as we believe, rather the outcome oi a 
policy imposed upon Hie Ministry by the force of the untoward circumstances of the 
time than the expression of the thoughts of the Ministers. It is in this liope, aiul 
because the Commissioners arc more than ever convinced that the permanent 
tration of so lawn* a territory as the Domains comprise cannot succeed, and that the 
Smst^tereK Egypt mpiire that an end should be speedily put to a system 
which hinders the development of agriculture (the sole industry ol Egypt), that the 
Commissioners renew their proposals to the Council for the liquidation, by means of 

criticism from the public, always desirous of acquiring 
an obiect for half its value, against the prices which the Commissioners have asked for 
ZS Although the Commission is ready to justify its calculations by comparing 
the nriecs with those of lands of the same quality adjoining their own, they are so 
penetrated with the necessity which there is for Egypt to get the loud into the bands 
if tpersons dwelling on the farms they cultivate, that they propose to give plenaiy 
satisfaction to the critics of prices, and to sell the Domains, either m si nail lots or 
by farm at prices which will only suffice to cover the nominal amount ol the loan. 
This concession, 9,000,000/.. that is to say, 21 per cent, upon the lahle ol \al 
*ilready referred to, will probably put, within the reach ot everybody these properties of 
the* State which by the wav* cost the State originally absolutely nothing. The 
advantageous leases which the Commission has made in several districts will probab y 
act as an inducement to the tenants themselves to acquire proprietorship m then land, 
and it is evident that those that seek only an investment for then* money n ill bud an 
additional inducement where profitable leases exist.

Report of the Sub-Commission for the Week ending December 9, 1882. 

THE Sub-Commission of Inquiry, under tbe presidency of Mohammed Zeki 
Pasha, completed on tbe 9tb December the investigation of the 137 cases (202 
prisoners) from the fourteen Mudiricts vvliicb bad been referred to it on the 23rd 
November. 

The mode of procedure at first was to read tin; Act of Accusation forwarded from 
the Ministry of the Interior; the Minutes of any previous examination of the prisoner; 
Petitions against him, sealed by numerous witnesses; letters and telegrams, if any, 
sent by the prisoner himself; and, lastly, the examination of tlu; prisoner and a few 
witnesses. 

During the first week the Commission proceeded very deliberately and examined 
tbe cases of only forty prisoners. At tlie beginning of this month, however, tbe four 
members decided to glance rapidly over the remaining charges, in order to release at 
once as many as possible, and defer the oral examination of others. The result has 
been that though a lew witnesses have been called in the two cases Nos. 4 and 17, 
which were begun previously, tbe week has been passed in reading the Minutes of the 
former interrogatories of the last 102 prisoners. The majority of the eases consisted 
of but one Petition each, accusing the prisoner under one or more of the following 
beads:— 

Actual presence at Tel-el-Kebir or Kafr-Dowar, or other points occupied by 
Avabi’s troops ; material aid to rebels; inciting the populace to rebellion or hostility 
against the Christians; sealing documents proving complicity with rebels. 

Of these 1(52 prisoners, according to my list, 81 have been released on bail, 71 
detained in prison for further examination, and 7 ordered to choose advocates, as their 
cases have been sent before tbe court-martial. 

The most serious cases have been those of thoMndirs of Kone, Beni-Suef, Fayoom, 
and Sharkie, with llassan Fanaj, No. 108, Sadawi .lebali, No. 139, and Alimed Abdul 
•levad, No. lot, who joined Arabi’s forces with 4,000 men. A few others who went 
as volunteers to the war, or whose names are published in the Egyptian otlleial 
Gazette* of the 1th ^September have also been detained. 

For my part, l could not, as a rule, detect much difference between the importance 
of the charges brought against most of the prisoners released and that of the charges 
made against others who remain in prison, and 1 feel justified in making flu’s remark, 
because to-day, while writing this very sentence, forty-five of the latter have been 
further released. Stress was laid on the accused having rendered material aid, or used 
abusive or seditious language in public, hut as every ease depended on the examination 
of witnesses at the preliminary inquiries in the provinces, it was impossible to 
appreciate tin* value of such testimony until repeated in my presence. 

In two or three of the earlier eases the witnesses were admitted singly and 
confronted with the prisoner, and asked to repeat as much as they could remember of 
the contents of the Petitions to which they had sel their seals. There was no cross- 
examination, hut the President was just and moderate in his leading questions. The 
witnesses, however, were not put upon oath, as in a Court of Law, hut were told that 
tliev were morally and religiously hound to speak the truth.

THE Russian Agent, M Lex, called upon me last Thursday, the 7th instant. I 
need not trouble your Lordship with the general gist of the conversation which 
ensued, except to observe that M. Lex seemed to be under some apprehension that Ave 
intended to use Egypt as a place d’armes for the organization of a considerable 
Anglo-Egvptian force. I at once disabused his mind of this idea, and told him that, 
on the contrary, our recommendation to the Egyptian Government Avas that they 
should maintain a A ery small army, in A’ieAV of the critical situation of their finances. 
Although it was true Her Majesty’s Government Avas going to lend them a feAv 
officers, it was probable that only the superior grades of one-half of the regiments 
composing the entire force Avould be occupied by Englishmen, and that under any 
circumstances the numbers Avould not exceed a few dozen individuals. 

I further told M. Lex that I Avas quite ready to gi\e him any information he 
might desire as to our policy in this country, for the simple reason that from first to 
last our only object aaus to re-establish a capable Administration under conditions to 
secure the permanent peace of Egypt and the Avell-being of its inhabitants. Our oavu 
legitimate influence and interests Avould be better secured by these results than by any 
other means which could be imagined.

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8 . The present crisis is a reign of terror on a small scale. "Without exception, 
the Governors are of Turkish or Circassian extraction, and a, considerable proportion, 
as is natural, seems animated by vindictive feelings. 

The ordinary judicial machinery seems quite inadequate, and the action of the few 
special Commissions is very dilatory. 

The occasion is utilized to procure the imprisonment of enemies or tit subjects for 
spoliation by a variety of people—Governors, employes of all sorts, local Notables, 
Europeans, &c. To these it is clear that once in prison the accused must at any rate 
undergo a lingering confinement; prosecutions can be dropped for a consideration; 
and there is a line harvest for all down to the local Courts, and even the gaolers. 

It must not he supposed that all are thrown into prison for political offences or 
rioting. 

In the present block, ordinary charges must go long without examination; old 
cases are raked up, so we were told, over and over again by prisoners; or a vindictive 
Governor is told that some man helped the rebels greatly, whereupon some petty charge 
suffices to insure his imprisonment. 

The native Christians, Syrians, Maltese, Europeans, and, above all, the Greeks, 
are very vindictive, and the tine commercial instinct of the latter has enabled them at 
once to grasp the value of the British occupation and of the present reaction to 
exploiter the situation. “ Inciting against Christians,” “ pillage and massacre ” are 
easy charges to bring, and there is no doubt that the fear of being proscribed is being 
made a marketable commodity. 

At Tantah, where there arc some 400 people in prison for massacre and pillage— 
239 for the former alone—the Commission is deluged with Petitions, and fresh 
arrests are continually made. The official number of murdered is 38: 8 or 10 persons 
or more are accused of the murder of one individual. A Greek actually brought hack 
his list of 10 the other day, amended, a rich Notable being substituted for one of 
the others; and we heard, on good authority, that meanwhile the said Notable had 
been invited to compound. 

At Mohallct Kebir, where 6 (or 7) people were killed, 120 at least of the 
180 prisoners are accused of riot and massacre, and 32 persons are accused of one 
murder. 

At Zifteli, where a church was plundered, 80 men are imprisoned on this 
charge, and we had corroboration of the assertion of two well-to-do men, pre¬ 
sumably above a senseless riot, that they were confined on evidence extorted from a 
boy by the bastinado. The boy and another man confirmed this. 

At Alexandria, exclusive of 12 men executed and 180 sentenced by the original 
court-martial, there an* 118 cases (comprising some 200 individuals accused of massacre 
and pillage) in the hands of the Commission. 

The prisoners loudly denounced the Greeks; reference to the Prefect of Police 
confirmed the statement that that nationality furnished the majority of accusers. 

These cases will probably occupy the Commission at least two months, possibly 
five, and have then to be tried by the court-martial. Only 3 men have been 
released on bail by the Commission, but about 45 by the Prefect of Police, whose zeal 
and energy in getting up bis cases contrasts with the subsequent delay. 

The Commission of Inquiry has completed a certain number of cases, but the new 
court-martial is not sitting, and so far has done nothing. 

At Tantah the Commission has only completed 3 “ dossiers,” and S or 9 are 
inanaihanced state. These “dossiers” merely, of course, comprise the preliminary 
inquiry. No trials have boon begun: 58 men, it is true, were released on bail. 
Of these wo were told, in the Governor’s presence, 23 had been merely arrested 
during the riots to calm the people; 33 had been released on bail, as no recorded 
charges against them could he found; 5, on being subsequently denounced, were 
real-rested. European accusers apply direct to the authorities, without reference to 
their Consuls. 

Tin* so classed political prisoners of the localities visited, including Alexandria, 
number 190, though numerous other men, as in the case- of 1 1 - at Zagazig, are in 
prison as dependents of political prisoners. The preliminary Report had been forwarded 
in the majority of eases, lmt the action of tin- Cairo Commission in dealing with them 
has been very dilatory hitherto. 

"We have thus 190 prisoners in tin* provinces visited classed as political offenders, 
and over 900 accused of riot and massacre, including about 100 soldiers, to say nothing 
of the cases classed as ordinary, but more or ]e>s connected with recent events. At 
Alexandria alone have any sentences been passed.

According to Ottoman lawman accused person must be examined within 
twenty-four hours of arrest by the competent officials, and when the charge against 
him is formulated the conditions under which he may lie admitted to hail arc clearly 
laid down; in the absence of his accuser and the latter’s witnesses, this is always 
admissible. J 

This regulation, or a similar one, appears to obtain in Egypt, but, as far as we 
could learn, is generally a dead letter. 

Officials allow that, as regards the report of cases connected with recent events, a 
report with or without questioning the accused, the former usually done in prison and 
without confronting him with his accusers, has been deemed sufficient for transmission 
to the Commission. 

It is impossible, in the face of the deluge of complaints as to no examination or 
trial, during months and years of confinement, which has met us, to avoid concludin'** 
that the present system of arrest and sending to trial is, in practice, a flagrant in jus” 
tice, and aggravated by venality, tyranny, and personal vindictiveness. 

(b.) In. view of the above, the power of imprisonment becomes an arbitrary 
instrument in the hands of very irresponsible officials; partly owing to this, partly to 
the prison treatment, and partly to Oriental ways of thought, imprisonment is not the 
degradation it should be. The bad moral effect of this on the tone of society is 
evident. 

Note to precede clauses (c) and (c 7 ) :— 

There seems no hard arid fast line between executive and judicial, the powers of 
the former varying according to the presence or absence of a Court in any locality. 
The executive generally exercises the functions of Juge dTnslruction, and the Courts 
appear usually to pronounce sentence on the documentary evidence, without summonin'** 
the accused. The importance of the manner of conducting the proch-verbal is thus 
immense. 

(t ) Unjust detention in prison without examination becomes possible and frequent, 
owing firstly to the absence, at any rate in practice, of obligatory returns from the 
executive to the judicial administration, and secondly, owing to the latter having no 
fixed terms for the commencement, conclusion, or legalized adjournment of cases. 

"When it is considered that at many places there arc prisons where the executive 
can confine, but no Courts, the injustice liable to occur in the absence of fixed terms 
of assize for cases is obvious. 

(d.) Unjust detention in prison during adjournment of case is favoured by the 
last consideration, by the notorious inefficiency and apathy of the Tribunals, and by 
the cupidity of ill-paid minor employes, whose long sojourn in the offices and whose 
intelligence gives them, I am told, a very dominant influence over the ignorant 
judicial officials, which is used to protract cases, record evidence as convenient, 
influence sentence, and even to procure original arrest, with a view to subsequent 
operations. 

1 of course only allude to the Tribunals in so far as their insufficiency conduces 
to the present miserable state of the prisoners. A very intelligent provincial 
Governor informed me that the evil influence of minor employes was a main cause of 
this.

The inner prison was disgracefully overcrowded. As usual in the East, men 
accused of every category of crime were mixed up together. Theoretically, men 
accused ot such crimes as murder and robbery with violence, against whom the pre¬ 
liminary inquiry shows strong presumptive evidence of guilt,' arc alone chained; 
practically very great abuse in the arbitrary application of this and other vi-orous 
treatment seems to exist. n

In tho outer annexe prisoners have free access during the day to the court 
yard. 

The four female prisoners are in a separate room, but have only the same court 
and use the same exposed latrines. 

In the two other rooms arc twenty-two prisoners; the accommodation 1 done 
consider reasonable lor more than sixteen, but the crowding is not excessive. Th 


sixteen political prisoners are here, and the remainder are men of respectable 
appearance, one or two of whom are chained, being accused of heinous offences. 

The rooms are clean, and tho prisoners have mats and bedding; food is brought 
to them from their homes, but till recently was not sure of reaching them. 

There arc no complaints as to present treatment. 

Of the sixteen prisoners five or more as principals have, or have had, law-suits 
with Ferid l’aslia, the Mttdir, in his official capacity. As far as [ can judge from 
their e.e parte statements, and such information as wo obtained outside the prison, 
there is very little reason for the imprisonment of several, wliom a Sub-Commission 
would probably admit to bail. 

The present Aludir was formerly at Zagazig as such. The prisoners have mostly 
been arrested locally ; the assertion that their detent ion is dm* to the spite of various 
individuals is a colourable one. I conversed with most of them, but principally in 
the presence of officials; Mr. Beaman, however, conversed with them alone. Most of 
them were at first thrown into the inner prison, and seem to have been cruelly 
treated; some were merely chained for periods up to fifty days, which, though 
irregular, is not abnormal. 

Others Avere confined in very severe stocks, some for long periods, and were 
subjected to various indignities. Two or three asserted that they had received strokes 
(up to 500) on the feet. 

No serious traces ivere discernible on their feet. 

The inner prison is at present also clean, the prisoners arc poorer, and there are 
far fewer comforts in the ivay of mats and bedding. 

The crowding is simply disgraceful; in the three rooms above spoken of are 
fifteen, thirty-four, and eighty-four prisoners; in all, 133. The rooms are barely fit 
for habitation at all, according to AVesrern ideas; but, even considering the erowaled 
mud dwellings the natives are accustomed to, eighty prisoners is tin* maximum that 
should be allowed. There is actually not lying-tlown room, and the prison officials 
told us that men have to sleep in the passages. There are long stocks in this as in 
almost all the prisons. 

A doctor visits the prison periodically ; sick are removed to the tow n hospital. 

The amount of sickness seems very moderate. Poor prisoners receive a ration of 
2 lbs. ot bread of very fair quality. 

The prison warders are the same cavasscs and Mustaphazin (Arab) as formerly. 

Summary, 

The present prison is unfit to be such, and, besides the inferior nature of the 
accommodation in both portions, the inner one is scandalously overcrowded. The 
noAV prison buildings are more nearly complete than the rest of the public offices. I 
urged the removal of flit' prisoners thither as soon as possible, which I Avas assured 
Avas Ihe Governor’s intention. 

The so-called political prisoners in the outer prison are sixteen, but besides these 
there are upwards of twenty, fourteen of whom are dependents of Abazi, imprisoned 
in the general prison, ostensibly on various charges, but there is good reason to believo 
owing to vindictive feelings against Abazi. 

The present treatment of political prisoners is as lenient as circumstances permit. 
There is no doubt that they have been bullied and cruelly treated. Such treatment is 
universal in Oriental prisons, and minor oppression in the matter of food, prison 
service, &c., seems inevitable with native prison officials, especially as a means of 
extorting bribes from Avcll-to-do men. 

Exceptionally rigorous treatment, though not amounting to torture, and indig¬ 
nities unusual for men in a respectable position against Avliom nothing has been proved, 
seem, hoAvever, to have* been inflicted on some of the political prisoners, and though 
it is hard to bring the matter home to the Aludir he cannot evade his responsibility, 
all the more as four, at least, of the prisoners are personally antagonistic to him.

Appendix (R). 

The Case of Emin Bey Shamsi and Ahmet Abazi. 

The former of these men, during the previous term of office of the present Mudir 
of Nharkieh, I’crid Fas ha, was accused of revolutionary agitation, and sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment; he Avas pardoned by the Khedive. 
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Mr. Felice, Her Majesty's Consular Ayrat, with whom T have also conversed on 
the subject, states in a report to Hr. Hoy that, during the Mudir's former tenure, 
Shamsi and Ahazi had a suit against him, he believes in his capacity as Governor, in 
which Ferid Faslm was worsted. 

There seems no doubt that prior to the late rebellion Shamsi was a strong partisan 
of the movement, and there is every reason to believe in his active participation in 
recent events. 

Shamsi, with his intimate friend Ahazi, was sent from Cairo to Zagazig for his 
preliminary examination. This was, L hear, against the wish of the Cairo Commission 
and at the\vquest of theAludiv of Zagazig, whereas, when it was rumoured at. the 
latter place that these men were' coming, the Mudir stated to Air. Felice that he know 
nothing of it, that the men were being sent by the Cairo Commission. On their 
arrival he at once left for Cairo, and there is no doubt Shamsi and his friend were very 
rigorously treated for some time subsequently. 

Alr.Broadley, who is retained by Shamsi, asserts that his case is peculiar as 
regards his removal from Cairo. "While acknowledging that a grave suspicion of an 
exhibition of personal spile against the accused by the Governor exists, l must state 
that at Aiansourah, Mohallet, and other places, I have found prisoners sent thither 
from Cairo and elsewhere for preliminary examination as to local events. 

Shamsi and Ahazi’s friends and relatives were also thrown into prison, and 
Mr. Beaman, with whom they conversed privately, after weighing their or parte 
statements, concludes that there is grave presumption of their incarceration being due 
to personal spite. 

In prison they have till within the last fifteen days been treated with unusual 
severity and indignity. Their statements as to their actual treatment can bo seen in 
tlu* Appendix (O) to the Prison Report : their names are Ihnin Shamsi, Ahmet Ahaza, 
Ahmed- el-Elti, Mohammed-el-ElIl, Kmhahi Kefnfih, Ahmed Alakhluh, Said Sultan, 
Said-el-Assr and his two sons. All are now humanely treated. 

AVhile the actual sending of Shamsi and Ahaza to Zagazig appears to be nothing 
abnormal, then* is little doubt in my mind that, in his eagerness for this, in the arrest 
of Shamsi’s relatives, and the treatment of all, Ferid Pasha was influenced by vindic¬ 
tive feelings. 

Peyond his general responsibility, as Miulir, for the treatment of prisoners, it 
would bo very hard to bring home anything to him, especially as shortly after his 
return from Cairo the rigour of their treatment was mitigated.

On the 25th November Air. "Beaman and I visited the prison at Alansurah, where 
there is a Court of First Instance. 

The Governor, Shakir Pasha, of whom Air. Alurdoeh, Her Alajosty’s Acting 
Consular Agent, speaks very well, complained much as to the existing prison accom¬ 
modation 

In the prison there is a court-yard with several rooms giving on it, and lighted 
from it by windows and door, but apart from guard-room and offices, there are only 
two prisoners’ rooms giving directly on the court, and one covered recess with a small 
open space in front, inclosed by hoarding. Then* is a dark covered passage leading out 
of the yard, oil" which lie the rooms. 

The latrines are in the outer court. 

The number of prisoners was 207, of the following categories:—

throughout, ineluding the passage. It is paved. 

The prison and lalrines had been cleaned up a bit. I consider the prison accom¬ 
modation only sufficient for 120 people. 

The Governor has been in search of a temporary prison. 

Owing to the insecurity of the Government buildings, they are to he reconstructed ; 

T did not gather that provision bad been made for a prison ; 11ns should he done or the 
old one reconstructed. Alcanwhile, a temporary prison is required as heavy gaol 
delivery is impossible, only a small number being political prisoners. 1 lit' old prison 

also requires immediate cleansing and repairs. . . , ,, 

There are no complaints of present personal ill-treatment at Alansiuah, u< ' u ' 
statements of prisoners as to their having been taken out of irons just prior to our 
visit will be seen in detail in Air. Beaman’s appended notes. 

Details. 

Outer Court. —Two rooms, each 20 feet by 12 feet, opening on court. The inmates, 
fourteen, are political prisoners who have occupied these rooms, the best m the prison, 
for the "realor part of their confinement of over two months. Ihoy are humanely 
treated," and arc allowed sufficient bedding and personal comforts at their own 
expense. I pointed out to the authorities that some planks were required as iloormg 
outer court.

The prison accommodation is both unsuitable and inadequate. 

The iinnaved state of the outer premises is a serious consideration.

The treatment of prisoners, especially political ones, contrasts favourably with that

Report on the Prisons of Damietta, an Independent Town Government. 

On the 26tli November Mr. Beaman and I visited the prisons of Damietta. 

There were twelve political, and forty-three ordinary prisoners ; some of the latter 
were, however, accused of riot, and looting the English Consulate. 

Two men, who had been arrested for political agitation in the streets, consisting 
of childish tomfoolery with dogs, and one political prisoner, had been released on bail. 
Twelve of the prisoners are convicts released from Cairo during the rebellion, who 
have been rearrested at Damietta. 

The town prison is small, and consists of a fair-sized open paved court, with 
guard-room, latrines, &c.; one large room, 22 feet hv 20 foot, and a smaller one, 
20 feet by 12 feet, both properly lighted from without, and of a smaller inner building 
for female prisoners, with open-air passage, a properly lighted room, 20 feet by 16 feet, 
and a separate latrine. 

The premises were all clean, the court and floors even well sanded with good dry 
yellow sand. 

There are no female prisoners. 

Two of the wards have guard-beds along the walls. In the outer premises were 
thirty-one prisoners, in the inner, twelve. 

The treatment seems humane, the prison accommodation suitable and adequate, 
and the establishment seems well conducted. 

There were some complaints of hunger and instances of scanty clothing. 

The political prisoners were at first confined in the inner room of this prison, but 
have been now some time in the barrack outside the town, where they occupy the rooms 
opening into a long airy stone corridor. The rooms are excellent, large*, well-lighted 
quarters, and the prisoners have their own bedding and necessaries. 

They are in separate rooms except in three eases, where father and soil and two 
brothers are together. Their complaints as to want of exercise and not being allowed 
to correspond with their friends the Governor promised to rectify. 

The warders are Arabs. 

Summary. 

As regards the application of the present prison system in Egypt, there is no 
fault to be found at Damietta.

Report on the Prisons of Tantuh, Capital of the Garhiyeh Province. 

On the 27th November, Mr. Beaman and I visited the Tan tali prisons. 1 have 
read Colonel Stewart’s strong Report on them. Although some prisoners have been 
released since he was then*, others have arrived, and the total number now exceeds 
that at the time of his visit. 

The Moudirieh and Zaptieh Prisons arc the worst we have seen. 

The warders are both Arab and Turk, but mostly the latter. 

There were in the three prisons 488 prisoners, of whom 14 were women. 

Owing to fresh arrests, to discharges, and to lock-up police cases, the numbers 
fluctuate.

The so-called political prisoners are Arabists, but of the remainder, 260 are in 
prison accused of complicity in massacre, and about lot) (exact number not obtainable) 
on charges of riot and pillage. This is exclusive of 53 who have been released on bail. 



* Political (to-called). 
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58 of those imprisoned in connection with the riot were so released, hut 5 were 
rearrested. 

The Mudirieli Prison is entered from the outer court of the Mudirich by an open 
woodwork door. It consists of a passage 50 feet by 12 feet with a sloppy, ill-paved 
floor and latrines, three rooms opening off this passage, and two inner rooms opening 
out of one of these. The rooms are dimly lighted from side and roof; at night the 
doors are closed, though tin* gaolers denied this. They arc five in number, some 
unpaved, and of dimensions 27 feet by 15 feet, 20 feet by 15 feet, 27 feet by 27 feet, 
30 feet by 18 feet, 50 feet by 18 feet. The stench, filth, and crowding can hardly 
have been worse on Colonel Stewart’s visit than they are now ; deaths an* said by the 
prisoners to occur frequently; the officials disallow this: two were alleged to have 
occurred during the night preceding our vi.dt. Numerous prisoners are in chains. 

Stocks, supporting pillars, an old furnace, water jars, &c., occupy part of the 
available spaces; as exclusive of these and inclusive of the passage, the space per 
inmate is only about 20 square feet, the crowding can he imagined. 

As there is no court, the inmates are here day and night. Forty-two bread 
rations are issued daily, but the most frequent and intelligible demand to be gathered 
from the screaming struggling tln-ong of pallid wretches who surrounded us, was that 
for bread. 

The Arabists, respectable looking men, were for some time in this prison; they 
are now in a room 30 feet by 15 feet; their bedding and food arc from their homes, 
and their confinement is only rigorous in its absence of exercise. 

1 spoke to the Mudir on this point as regards all the prisoners in the Mudirich, 
but only incidentally, as I consider the state of two of the Tantah prisons too 
disgraceful for local representations to suffice. 

The Zaptieh Prison has 120 inmates, of whom 14 arc women. Thirty-two daily 
rations are at present issued. 

The prison has a small open, partially flagged, yard, one side of which is occupied 
by latrines, the stench from which pervades the whole atmosphere of the place, except 
in the chambers which give on the yard, where it is lost in the almost overpowering 
effluvia of the filthy and crowded dens, the air of which, admitted only from the court, 
is almost stagnant. In daytime, with the doors open, it was almost insupportable, 
even for a few minutes. 

"Wards, 7:— 

1 and 2. Two badly-ventilated, almost dark, chambers, near the entrance gate, 
with earthern floors, and measuring 15 feet by 15 feet and 10 feet by 8 feet, are occu¬ 
pied by the female prisoners. 

3. A dark room, 30 feet by 25 feet, with large central pillar, and a small side 
light, has about forty inmates. 

4. A den, 12 feet by 10 feet, lighted and ventilated from the door and a small 
hole near it, has seven inmates. 

5. Dimly lighted, badly ventilated room, 22 feet by 12 feet; sixteen inmates. 

6. Similar chamber, of same dimensions; sixteen inmates. 

7. Similar chamber, 18 feet by 12 feet; twelve inmates. 

Numerous prisoners sleep in the filthy open yard. 

The proportion of prisoners in chains was not large. 

The demands for bread from the wretches confined in this terrible place wore very 
numerous. 

This prison is supposed to he occupied by local cases; the Mudirich Prison by 
district ones. Owing to want of space this division is not at present maintained. 

The prison warders at Tantah are mostly of Turkish extraction; the majority 
speak Arabic. 

The temporary prison, with difficulty hired by the Government, is an extensive 
one-storied quadrangular building, with small earthen-floored chambers, opening on 
and indifferently lighted from a spacious central court. It is suitable for its purpose, 
for though the rooms an* not good, the light air and roominess of the quadrangle 
render imprisonment hero far less rigorous than in the other two prisons. 

There were 175 prisoners here. Forty-two rations are daily issued. A proportion 
of prisoners are in chains. 

Wards, 10 

Ono room, 15 feet by 13 feet, is occupied by twelve persons; and nine rooms, 
of average dimensions 18 feet by 14 feet, are occupied by numbers varying from fifteen 
to nineteen. 

The prison is crowded. I do not consider it fit to contain over 100 prisoners. 













Summary. 

The prisons at Tantah, including this, if cleansed, ventilated, repaired, and 
improved, are not, I consider, calculated to contain more than 230 prisoners. 

There is not, I believe, any beating, use of stocks, or actual violent ill-treatment 
of prisoners, but the bare description of two of the prisons as seen by Colonel Stewart, 
Mr. Beaman, and mvsell 1 , renders further comment unnecessary.

This Court has attributions similar to those of the Mansurah Court. 

Mohallah, formerly a Mudirieh, has a fair-sized, but verv dilapidated, prison. 

It consists of quadrangular two-storied buildings ; the upper storey and much of 
the lower are in a ruinous condition. The least dilapidated rooms of the latter form 
the present wards. 

The court, which is dry and airy, contains a fine tree. 

Five rooms are alone occupied, and are far too crowded. The six closed rooms in 
the lower storey cannot be occupied, as, owing to their condition, escape would be 
easy. 

A “ Mamur,” or second-class Executive official, is Governor of the town, and there 
is a similar functionary for the district. 

Wards:— 

1. An carthon-floored dark cell, 9 feet by 10 feet, is occupied by two women. 
One had a child with bin*. Light and air from door. 

2. 20 feet by 10 feet. Boom with small recess oil it ; has fair side light. 

3. 10 feet by 13 feet. A dark den, v ith light and air from the door only. 

4. 20 feet by 10 foot. One bad side-light only. 

5. 30 feet by 12 feet. Fairly lighted, ventilation indifferent. 

The superficial covered space per man is, therefore, not 7 square feet; a great 
majority, of course, remain in the open court. 

The latrines, in spite of all attempts to put them in order for our visit, were very 

bad. 

The warders are of Turkish extraction. 

Summary . 

At none but head-quarter stations are rations issued; the Governor cannot, 
therefore, be considered responsible' for the numerous complaints as to hunger. 

The majority of prisoners seem fairly nourished. 

Four men were chained together by the neck. In cases, the Governor told me, 
they chain as many as ten together. 

There were three very bad cases of recent bastinadoing for refusal to give 
evidence. 

The prison premises have been good for the East. Owing to their ruinous con¬ 
dition the wards are disgracefully overcrowded, and most of the prisoners are in the 
open—a hardship, in such a climate as the Egpytian, not comparable to that of confine¬ 
ment under such cover as the Tantah prisons. 

Four or five rooms could be added at small cost by the execution of some 
repairs. 

The accommodation is enough for the normal number of prisoners, stated at 
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Health is said to be fair, and there have been no deaths for some time. The prison 
is visited regularly by a native doctor. 

The report of prisoners’ cases had been forwarded to the Commission at Tantah 
ten days’ since in the case of all confined for recent events. 

The warders are all Arab.

Report on the Prisons at Ziftch, a Dependency of Tantah. 


On the 29th November Mr. Beaman and I visited the Ziftch prisons. 

There are 107 prisoners in two prisons; 77 are in prison on charges of complicity 
in a riot in which a church was broken into; there are 11 Arabists; the remainder 
are said to be ordinary criminal cases. 

The first prison contained 59 prisoners : 12 rioters, 11 Arabists, and 4 other cases. 
It consists of an open court surrounded by high buildings; on the fourth side, 
which overlooks the river, arc the guard-room, office, and prison wards. These 
premises are in a very ruinous condition. The prisoners have access in the daytime to 
the court, a very pleasant one, having a considerable area shaded by a trcllised vine. 
The wards in use are four in number:— 

1. A well-lighted room, partially floored with wood, 28 feet by 10 feet; large 
window above river; 20 inmates. 

2. A bad, dark room, earthen floor; 9 women. 

3. A very bad, dark room, 18 feet by 10 feet; 10 men; only a small hole near 
the door for ventilation at night; unpaved. 

4. Up-stairs there is a decent well-lighted stone-paved room, 10 feet by 10 feet; 
11 men. It is comfortable though crowded, has a kitchen used for coffee-making near 
it, and a good paved open court, with free view' over the river. A small latrine. 

Below there are no latrines, and ruined parts of the premises are used as such. 

The prisoners, I Avas told by the officials, are also marched daily to the river bank 
below for purposes of nature. 

The preliminary Report on all cases lias been made, in the case of the rioters and 
politicals, by a special functionary avIio came from Tantah. 

'fbe third room mentioned is very bad. Though there are suitable rooms on the 
premises not at present lit for the safe custody of prisoners, there is no authority for 
repairs. 

Zilteh is, like Mohalla, a “Merkez” (second-class Government). Rations may 
not be issued, and there were many demands for them; 1 Avoman and 2 men 
seemed far advanced towards starvation. 

The Avarders are Turkish, and stated that they gave Avhat bread they could spare 
to tin' poorest. 

The prison is too crowded. A proportion of prisoners are in chains. 

There Avere two serious easts of heating, the former that of the ex-gaoler, accused of 
ill-treatment of, and refusing Avater to, the prisoners in Arabi’s time, lie Avas flogged 
by order of the Mudir of Tantah. The latter Avas the brutal beating of a boy to 
extort ovith'nce. It occurred inert' recently, in the time of the ex-Governor, avIio has 
resigned, ostensibly on tin* score of ill-health. 

The present Governor is Avell spoken of, and the treatment of prisoners seoms 
humane. 

The Merkez or Head-quarter Prison. 


This prison contains 18 prisoners, 35 being accused ol riot. It lias a good airy 
court, inclosed by a one-storied quadrangular building, which consists principally of 
Government offices. 

The wards arc 3 in number:— 

1. 21 feet by 18 lcct ; side light and ventilators ; dry earth floor; very fair room; 
15 inmates. A fire for cooking was burning in the room. Cooking in the prisons, 
though universal in Turkey, 1 have not seen elsewhere in Egypt, if 1 except coffeo- 
inakiuu:. 


2. Inner room, 21 foot by 1(5 feet; dry earth floor; lighted from the other; 
occupied only lw tin* mule ol an official. 1 suggest eu the installation, in the place of 
this animal, of a few prisoners from the more crowded prison.

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3. 30 feet by 18 feet; very fair dry ward ; light and ventilation by roof and side 
windows ; 33 inmates, 4 of Avliom are chained one to the other by the neck. 

Latrines bad and neglected. 

Warders are of Turkish extraction. 

Summary. 

The prison accommodation at Zifteh is ordinarily sufficient, and, except for the 
want of repair and neglect of latrines, would be exceptionally comfortable. The 
present Mamur is well spoken of. There are only one or two instances of brutal 
treatment. The want of rations is much felt by the poorer in both prisons.

Report on the Prisons of Damanhoor. 

On the 20th November Mr. Beaman and I visited the Damanhoor prisons, at the 
capital of the Belicrsi Province. 

There were 220 prisoners, of which 7 were political prisoners, 45 connected with 
massacre and pillage, and 174 ordinary eases. 

Twelve political prisoners had been .admitted to bail; 20 prisoners connected with 
riots had been released on similar conditions, and 15 ordinary prisoners had been 
released last week. 

The regular prison is the best conducted establishment I have seen in Egypt, and, 
we learn, is constantly visited hy the Governor. 

It consists of an outer paved court with well kept latrines; a dark room, 
12 feet by 18 feet, partly occupied by the guard and partly by prisoners; a long dark 
room, 45 feet by 13 feet (windows closed up to prevent escape); and a room of similar 
size, well lighted from the roof. An inner building is reached hy a dark passage, with 
locked gate, giving on to a well-lighted one inside, 00 feet by 14 feet, out of which 
give three rooms, each floored with hoards hy the present Governor, and each 40 feet 
by 14 feet. There are thus five regular wards, exclusive of court and passages. 
At present there are 90 inmates, but at times there are 120. There arc good latrines 
in the inner building. The inmates of the inner building are allowed to walk in the 
outer open court daily. 

Eighty-six bread rations are daily issued, and we met with no complaints of 
hunger or ill-treatment. A small proportion of prisoners arc chained. All Petitions 
for bread or other things go direct to the Governor. Petitions can be written by 
prisoners free of cost. Prisoners are allowed to have brought to them a reasonable 
amount of bedding and mats. In a large separate airy building (a new school 
building), provided with inner covered and outer open court, are confined the political 
prisoners, and in an annex of the same building, six women prisoners. The political 
prisoners are each in separate rooms, airy and well lighted. They are allowed free 
access to both courts, and are very well treated. The women are confined in a suitable 
room. 

The prison guards are police of Turkish extraction. The Mudir is thoroughly 
well acquainted with the state of the prisons, visits them constantly, and supervises 
the execution of his orders, facts vouched for by the prisoners independently. lie 
spoke disparagingly of the state of the main prison, as he had no funds for necessary 
improvements, but even as it is, it is a model application of the existing prison 
system.

November and the 1st and 2nd December.

Zaptieli Prison. 

This prison, at the time of our visit, contained 237 prisoners, 100 accused of 
ordinary offences, the remainder of rioting and pillage. 

It is evil smelling, although the latrines were carefully washed, and is at present 
much over-crowded, though not disgracefully so, there being more than double the 
normal number of inmates. It is very fairly clean, and, as far as I could learn from 
independent statements, is habitually so. 
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It consists of a quadrangular paved court of 750 square feet open area, 250^ S{ l ,iai ’ c

Tliese 21 people arc confined in six of the cells and arc comfortably supplied 
with bedding of their own, hut they are nearly all living on the prison ration 
for want of means. Hitherto they have not been admitted to the outer court for 
exercise. On my representation the order was given that they were to have free 
access to it for one hour in the morning and one in the evening. 

The warders were part Arabs and part Europeans. 

Burdj Prison, Alexandria. 

In this prison we found 122 prisoners; all receive rations. There is a flagged 
outer court 36 feet hy 21 feet, and 4 prisoners were sleeping in a recess of this. 
The outer court is evil smelling owing to 6 latrines which, though clean externally, 
arc in no way disinfected. In a dark paved passage, lighted from the door only, 
9 feet hy 20 feet, are crowded some 12 to 15 prisoners. The prison beyond is a long 
irregular cell with two branches leading off it; the three parts arc of area 00 feet hy 
20 feet, 30 lect by 10 feet, and 31 l’cet by 10 feet. Of windows there are one on the 
court and three on the sea. The 10 feet by 31 feet area is only lighted indirectly. 
The building has a vaulted roof and central pillars; it is constructed in stone, and 
along both sides of all three parts are wooden guard beds. The floor is well paved. 
This prison is clean, fairly well ventilated and lighted, and a good specimen of an 
Egyptian prison. It appears to be the one in which M. Ninct was confined. 

Some of the prisoners were chained. The Tribunal guard of the 13th July and 
y other military prisoners were here. 

There were the usual complaints as to the non-examination and trial, but the 
police reports of all cases appear to have been forwarded. 

It is regularly visited hy a doctor. 

I consider this prison should not have more than 70 inmates.

Arsenal Prisons, Alexandria. 

The first prison consists of three rooms in the Naval School temporarily occupied 
by 19 Arabist prisoners, whose cases have been reported to Cairo, and who are awaiting 
the summons of the Commission. 

The prison treatment is humane ; tlic rooms arc very comfortable. 

No provision is made for exercise. 

On the same storey are a long corridor, and two enormous rooms 75 feet square 
which are occupied by Albanians ; one or both of these might be temporarily occupied 
to relieve other crowded prisons. 

The second prison contains 101 persons, all of whom receive the bread ration. 

This has a very suitable unpaved court, partially shaded hy a Avooden screen, and 
containing a tree. 

Wards .—There are three wards, 15 feet by 15 feet, 30 feet hy 15 feet, and 30 feet 
by 15 feet; all are fairly lighted and are clean ; they are indifferently ventilated. There 
are guard heds of cement; the place has been used as a barrack. The two small 
latrines are foul smelling; two small dark chambers are voluntarily occupied hy 
9 human beings to avoid tho crowding of the larger wards. Some of the prisoners are 
chained. 

39 are Mustaphazeen who, with the exception of some avIio A\ r erc at particular 
posts on the lltli June, are about to he released on hail. 

05 is the outside number the prison should hold. 

One prisoner said he had been beaten in the presence of the Prefect of Police. (Sec 
Mr. Beaman’s notes.) 

Summary. 

I have no fault to find except the crowding and non-disinfection of latrines. 

Arsenal, third prison ; 493 prisoners. 

This is properly the “ liman ” or convict prison, in which people from all over the 
country are confined. 

At present, besides convicts, there arc 19 prisoners from the Zapiieh; 32 of 
these are Mustaphazeen, 13 an 1 Turkish police temporarily confined for drunkenness 
and other olfenees, 4 are common prisoners sentenced to three months at the Zaptieli 
and sent here for Avant of room. 
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The 13 police arc in large workshops adjoining the guard rooms, which are 
outside the inner gate. The 36 other Zaptieh eases are with the convicts. 

The guard is part Turkish, part European police, for all the arsenal prisons. 

The convict prison consists of a long row of long narrow wards, 17 in number, 
which give on to an agreeable open court planted with trees. 

The convicts all receive bread ration, and appear decently nourished; the vast 
majority have fair clothes and bedding. The wards are closed two hours after sunset, 
and are each ventilated by a small window, an opening above the door, and a ventilator 
in the roof. The wards measure 55 feet by 12 feet, and are fairly lofty; they have at 
present about 30 inmates each, which is not too much; they are supposed to 
hold 50 if necessary, which, considering that the ventilation is none too good, is too 
large a number. 

I was agreeably surprised by the state of this establishment. The latrines had, 
however, evidently been in a very bad state, but had just been arranged. 

Although we conversed with some convicts, we did not go into the eases of men 
under sentence. 

Summary. 

Plenty of room in Naval School for more prisoners. 

Second prison considerably overcrowded. 

Insufficient attention to sanitary arrangements habitually paid.

Appendix (M). 

Report on the Prison of Shihin-el-Koum, Capital of the Province of Menufiyeh. 

On the 4th December Mr. Beaman and I visited the above-named prison. There 
were 170 prisoners. Of these 30 were confined for participation in the military 
revolt; 1 was released on bail during our visit by order of the Cairo Commission, to 
which the Be port on the cases of all has been forwarded, and of the remaining 110 
prisoners 28 have been tried: these are awaiting linal sentence on appeal, 11S 
summons to trial. 

The prison premises date from the time of the first Viceroy, and consist of a very 
spacious airy courtyard, the finest we have seen. The buildings are very old, and 
numerous wards are unfit for the custody of prisoners : two are being repaired. 

New Government buildings at a cost of 2,0001., including a suitable prison, have 
been contracted for, but will not be complete for many months. Thirty-two bread 
rations are issued daily. There are 8 or 0 female prisoners. 

II r urds. —1. Low court 13 feet by 12 feet, side lights and open door. Not a 
suitable place for confinement of prisoners; occupied by 6 respectable political 
prisoners to escape the regular wards. 

2. 14 feet by 18 feet. Two doors and two openings. A low closet like the last, 
unfit for occupation, but very airy; 7 respectable prisoners, several being officers. 

3. A large lofty ward GO feet by 18 feet; six windows and ventilators, high up 
for light and air, which are sufficient; part paved, part earth Jloor. 

It is divided by a wooden palisade not reaching the roof into two portions, one 
15 feet by 45 feet, the other 45 feet by Infect. Eairly clean: the prisoners have 
mats, &c. 

4. A similar ward all paved: sufficient air and light from three windows and two 
ventilators. Eairly clean. 

These wards contain upwards of 100 prisoners, which is too much, especially as 
the sort of dais which runs round the sides should alone be occupied for sleeping. 
The crowding is not excessive. 

5. 18 feet by 18 feet; fairly lofty; not well lighted ; earth floor; 0 women. 

Part of the court had been used as latrines, and had evidently been in a filthy 

state. It had been cleaned up. Latrines bad. Prisoners wash outside. 

There are one or more wards 1 did not examine, as the scene that our visit gave 
rise to in the prison beggars description. A howling, shouting crowd, embracing our 
boots, our clothing, tugging, pushing, and exhibiting crushed thumbs and bruised 
feet, and wildly denouncing the officials to their teeth, rendered an orderly examina¬ 
tion impossible. 

Thumbscrews and bastinado appear to have been used in this prison in a way 


happily unique in our experience. Arbitrary imprisonment by local Sheikhs and 
other people seems to be very bad in the Menufiyeh Province. The case of the 
Sheikh of Telwaneh (in Mr. Beaman’s notes) merits special inquiry. 

The vast majority seem to have been in prison between one and two years 
without trial. Complaints of hunger were not infrequent, and there were instances 
of almost naked wretches and of men without bedding. 

The state of this prison calls for special inquiry, which affects both the Executive 
and Judicial Administration. 

The Mudir of Menufiyeh, Ilassan Bey Echmy, was Governor prior to the 
rebellion. The complaints against officials in this province; are of a very grave nature. 

There arc no Turkish police; the; guard arc Mustaphazeen. There are one or 
two Turkish cavasses. The detention prisons in Mcnouf, Birket-cs-Sab, &c., did 
not call for inspection. 

To sum up. The prison is old, but a new one is being built and the present one 
temporarily repaired. The prison treatment is exceptionally brutal and tyrannical.

Appendix (N). 

Report on the Prison of Benha, Capital of Kalyubieh, 

On the 5th December, Mr. Beaman and I visited the above-named prison. There 
were 11G prisoners : 14 bread rations were issued. There is no Court at Benha. Of 
these there were,—1 political prisoner, 30 in various stages of trial, GO under or for 
examination, and 23 completing short sentences.* 

The prison premises are old and dilapidated, and the officials complained that it 
was impossible to clean or do them up properly, they are so ruinous. 

There seems no idea of building a new prison at present. The court is spacious 
and airy. 

There are three large wards, lofty but rather dark, 27 feet by 25 feet. Each have 
two small roof openings for light and ventilation; earthen floors. The ventilation is 
not good. The dimensions of the other two are 51 feet by 30 feet and 48 feet by 
35 feet. They are begrimed and old. All night they are lighted with lamps provided 
by th(> Government. 

Washing of linen is allowed in the prison, and there is a water supply, the arrange¬ 
ments of which arc very defective in a sanitary point of view. The latrines are very had, 
but have just been cleaned up as far as possible. There are stocks in this prison, out 
of which a number of prisoners who bail been confined in them for long periods stated 
that they had only been released the day preceding our visit. 

There were some complaints as to hunger, and several of the prisoners were very 
badly clothed. 

There were the usual protests of innocence and long incarceration without trial 
owing to the machinations of enemies. 

'The prison guard is Turkish, and there were in all 20 Turkish police at Benha. 

The prison is not abnormally crowded, and as a specimen of an Egyptian prison 
calls for no special remark.

Women’s Room. 

Four prisoners. One had been a year and a-lialf in prison for having complained 
on the question of the murder of her husband to Eeriil Dasha; 3 had been six months 
in prison without trial.

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Political Offenders. 

Emin Bey Slicmsi: Had been thirty-five days in prison at Cairo, and brought 
tlience to Zagazig, -where he was thrust into a small dark room and kept live days in 
chains. Ten days ago was transferred to the room he now occupies and supplied with 
bedding. Water used to be given to him on the floor or else poured into his hands. 
Food was thrown into him after being stirred by the fingers of the soldiers, lie often 
had to pick his food oil' the ground. He had been ordered to water the yard, but had 
refused. (From his Wakif I learnt that till fifteen days ago his servant was not 
allowed to see him, and it was ten days ago that his son was permitted for the first 
time to enter the prison.) 

Ahmed Bey Abaza: Was brought to Zagazig from Cairo with Emin Bey, and 
had suffered the same treatment. He believed the reason of his imprisonment to be 
that when Emin Bey and he were members of the Chamber of Notables they had 
petitioned against the appointment of Ferid Pasha to the Under-Secretaryship of State 
for the Interior. Ali Mekawi and Mohamed Abdullah, two other members, also in 
prison, had sealed this Petition. 

Ahmed-el-Elfi, son-in-law of Emin Slicmsi: Fifty days in chains and fifteen in 
the stocks, which forced him to lie with his shoulders resting against the wall, while 
the gaolers threw water on the unpaved floor under him. Had been made to water 
the court-yard. There was a long-standing law-suit between him and Ferid Pasha. 
Had neither seen nor heard anything of his family since his imprisonment. 

Mohamed-cl-Elfi : Experienced identically the same treatment as his brother. 

Imbabi Kefati: Old suit with Ferid Pasha. Same treatment as the brothers 
Elfi. His brother had been in prison, but after receiving 100 lashes had been 
released. 

Ahmed Mahdoub: The same story. 

Said Sultan: Fifty days in irons; 500 strokes of the eourbash. 

Said-el-Assr: An old man, reputed to be over 100 years of age. 

Ilassan Abu Zcid-el-Assr: Ilis son; severely beaten. 

Suliman-el-Assr: llis son. These three had all been fifty days in chains; 
accused of having served and assisted the rebels. 

Barakat Muli-ed-Din and Imam-el-1 toad: Fifty days in irons. 

Ordinary Offenders, as distinguished from Political. 

\ 

Hussein, servant of Abaza: Accused of murder. Professes ability to prove an 
alibi Sixteen days in prison without examination. 

Osman Younas, servant of Abaza: Forty-one days in gaol without being 
examined, for declining to point out certain thieves. Declared that he knew nothing 
about the question. 

Emin, servant, of Abaza, who had gone to Cairo to fetch clothes for his master, 
and was thrown into prison twenty days ago without an examination. 

Three other servants of Abaza, who had undergone various terms of imprisonment, 
which had been cancelled by the general pardon of the Khedive, had ten days ago been 
again imprisoned without being charged. 

In all, there are fourteen dependents of Abaza now in prison. 

Mohamed Osman, the Sarrftf: A long-standing case with the Government for 
embezzlement. Two years ago his sureties had paid up the money in full, but he uas 
still kept in prison because he had sued Hussein Zumri, the Ma’moor of Kaniyat, for 
375/. he had lent him. In his absence the Ma’moor had forcibly entered his house and 
stolen his books, and the receipt signed by himself. The prisoner had paid 115/. in 
bribes to two of the Mudirieh clerks, named Usta Fanous and Dumiou, in order to 
get back his 375/. 

Metuali Derwish: Six months without being examined. 

Mohamed SaiUl: Charged with stealing 3/. 10a-. Now twelve months in prison 
without trial. 

Abdurrahman Mohamed : Had originally been sentenced to two years, but sentence 
abrogated by Khedive’s pardon. Now reimprisoned. 

Mohamed Abu Zabir, a boy of 15 : Four months without trial. 

Said Ahmed Aroob: Imprisoned for a crime of his brother’s; seven mouths in 
prison without trial. 

Ahmed Mohamed Dakahlich : Two months without trial. 
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, Mansoorah, November 25. 

On the left-hand side of the central open court lies a passage from which five 
rooms open off. The fifth of these is in entire darkness, and the prison warder remarked 
that it was reserved for the most dangerous criminals, such as murderers. Several of 
the political prisoners, who are now in comparative comfort, stated that they had been 
kept for various periods in this cell. 

According to the prisoners’, own stories, which can necessarily carry merely the 
weight of ex parte statements, the following cases were noted:— 

Ordinary Offenders. 

Farag Hussein: Sentenced originally to one month. lias now been four years 
in prison. 

El ’Ashi Oilier, with his family of three women and children, and twelve men 
from his village, seventy days without examination. 

Amin-ez-Zamoori: For alleged abusive language to a woman. Fifty days without 
examination. 

Those men, and the majority of the prisoners in this part of the prison, openly 
declared that they had been thrown into gaol to satisfy the spite, or to line the pockets, 
of the Government (dorks, whose word was sufficient to imprison or release a man. 
Many of them named Mustapha Effeudi Elawi as one of the most avaricious and 
vindictive of the Mudiriate kutuba (clerks) and the sole cause of their arrest. 

Mohamed Aissa-el-Metuali: Itcleased yesterday from chains after being fifty- 
eight days in them. 

Abdurrahman Omri: Itcleased yesterday from chains after being sixty days 
in them, 

Yusscf Gliorab, Ali Shanii, Fattali Ullah, Hassan llaikal, four Notables of Mit 
Gamr: Fifty days in irons; released yesterday. These and Ahmed Najari (sixty 
days in irons), were all in the dark room nominally reserved for arch-criminals. 

Five others from Mit Gamr. Same case. Not yet examined. 

Army Prisoners. 

Mohamed Effendi Itizk, Mulazim Owwal of 4th Infantry Itegimcnt of Damietta. 

Ibrahim Ambar, private soldier : Forty days in prison. 

Political Offenders. 

Of the more important political prisoners, so-called, I noted the following 
cases :— 

Mohamed Bey Klmntoor, cx-AVakil of this Mudiriych: Lives at Garbich. "Was 
examined on the fifty-fifth day after his imprisonment. 

Ahmed nussiu, Ma’moor of the Mcrkez : Not examined. 

Mohamed Khattab, a notoriously bad character. Lives in Cairo, and was brought 
thence. Considers that the reason of his imprisonment is that he Avas a member of 
the Court which condemned Ali Zulfikar, son-in-law of Shakir Fasha, the present 
Mudir, for certain misdeeds in the past. 

Ali Eakhri, an old Sheikh, avIio brought to the Mudir an egg said to have been 
laid bearing the word “ mansoor” (victorious), and proposed its presentation to Arabi; 
a suggestion Avliich was complied with. 

Sheikh Salli: Had been summoned by the Mudir to make corrections in the 
address, written by the Mudir, which Avas to accompany the same egg to Arabi’s camp. 
Ho did so, and the Mudir, Khalil Fasha, signed the letter, and sent it Avitli the egg. 

Mohamed-el-Gabr: Protests against his imprisonment on grounds of his ivell- 
knoAvn loyalty, Avhieh is proved by his letters, notably by one sent to the 1 Ma’ieh on 
the 10th Baglieb. Showed me testimonials from French and Italian Consular Agents 
as to his excellent behaviour and his efforts to maintain order on the days following the 
bombardment. 

Mohamed Effeudi Shaleyi: Held the post of Director of tho Provincial Finance. 
Was always a loyal subject of the Khedive. Believes his imprisonment to be attri¬ 
buted to an old quarrel Avitli a Yuzbashi, named Silf, of Menoutieh. 

Mohamed Bey Mukhtar, son of Ali kasha Kutehuk : lias a family of seventy 
persons in Cairo. Brought to Mansourah on a pretext of examining a ease of theft of 
a camel brought by him against a Bedouin, lias not been examined. 

Aluned Hussni, Ma'moor of Mit Gamr: Had always been in bad odour Avith tho 
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Military party, and had only remained at his post l)y order of the Khedive. Ilad been 
brought from liis home in Cairo, and had been sixty-five days in prison without 
examination. 

In this prison there were many complaints of hunger, and apparently all the men 
imprisoned since the restoration of the normal state of government, with the exception 
of the few political prisoners who had held Government posts, had been more than 
fifty days in chains, which were only removed the day before our visit. 


Damietta, November 26. 


Ordinary Prisoners. 

The prisoners confined in the Mndirieli had no just cause of complaint. A few 
of them begged that their families might be permitted to visit them, that they might 
be allowed more exercise, &c. 

Political Prisoners. 

The political prisoners are twelve in number :— 

Amin Abu Yussef, now in the room formerly occupied by Abd’cl’A’al Pasha in 
the barracks. Has been examined four times. 

There are no other prisoners in this wing of the barracks. In another portion of 
them are 11 prisoners, who were in the Mudirieh Prison till about a fortnight age, 
when they were transferred according to an order from the Ministry of the Interior, 
consequent, they stated, on the representations of Sir E. Mulct. 

Abdullah Malnuoon, Ma’moor of Mellaha, declared that his imprisonment was 
owing to the spite of the Mudir, Ismail Pasha Zuhdi, and other Circassian enemies of 
his, agahist all of whom he expressed himself most bitterly. 

r iemalieli Petrarki declared he was a Prcnch subject. Held the posts of Director 
of Passport Bureau and Mudiriatc Interpreter. Not allowed to communicate in any 
way with his family, and his wife, who came to see him, had been refused admittance. 
For fifteen days had had nothing but bread and water for food. Complained of his 
imprisonment whilst other known revolutionists, such as Sheikh lvhodr, who pro¬ 
claimed the Holy War, were at liberty. 

In the next room was :— 

Sheikh Mohamed lvhodr. Said lie was in prison for having been one of a deputa¬ 
tion to Dervish Pasha. 

Mohamed-cl-Avnaooti, Metuali Dainhoogi, in one room. Accused of being among 
the deputation to Dervish Pasha. 

Ali Gamal and his father Mohammed Ilassan-cl-Gamal, in one room. Accused 
of being among the deputation to Dervish Pasha. 

Mahmood-ed-Dersi, and his brother in one room. Accused of being among the 
deputation to Dervish Pasha. 

Hassan Hossni, and M. Sami Mohafza. 


Tuntah, November 27. 

1. Mudirich Prison.—The first room contained 08 prisoners. All complained 
vehemently of hunger. It was with difficulty that by bribery and the pay¬ 
ment of treble prices that any one could obtain food from outside. One round loaf 
of bread often had to serve* for the meal of throe or four men. At night the room 
is lit by one oil lamp, which is paid for by the prisoners. From sunset till after 
sunrise the door is locked and no one is allowed to leave the room. Deaths are 
frequent; one man died in this room last night. 

The second room, paved with flagstones, and a heavy log stock runs down the 
middle of it. Each prisoner is allowed the space of a paving stone to himself. The 
men lay in a double row on one side of the stocks, i.e., feet to feet, the one row 
having their backs to the wall, and the other their backs to the stocks, and in a single 
row on the other side of it. There being fourteen llagstoncs there were 42 prisoners 
in this room. Among them were:— 

Said Ahmed Gantawi, with his four sons, from Zifty. Ilad been ten months in 
prison without examination. 


Hassan Younas, whose father had died in his arms last night. 

A man, with family of seven, outside. Four months without examination. 

Mohamed Khalil, from Keneh. Did not know of what he was accused. Had 
been three years in chains without examination. 

In the third room I entered I was too beset by the crowd—shouting complaints of 
long and false imprisonment without examination, starvation, &c.—to give all the 
prisoners ground of discontent by noting any individual case. 

Second Prison (hired building ).—Here were twelve rooms opening on to a large 
court. Ten of them were occupied. All complained of hunger and false 
imprisonment. 

Four Sheikhs declared they had been summoned, ostensibly to give evidence, and 
had been thrown into prison ton days ago. 

Third Prison (Zapfieh ).—The filth of this prison, and the misery of the prisoners, 
defies description. The universal cry was for bread. Some stated' that they had 
begged for rations, but had been refused. In a room containing sixteen prisoners, two 
of whom were comparatively well-to-do, it appeared that the whole number were often 
dependent on the food sent to these two from their own homes. 

Owing to the unanimity of the complaints it would have been invidious, and 
become useless, to particularize cases. 

In a room of the Government buildings were ten or twelve political prisoners, 
who had been confined with the other malefactors until ten days ago. Their only 
complaint was of non-examination. 


Mohallet-el-Kebeer, November 28. 


Women. 

The first room I visited contained two women and a girl-child. Both declared 
that they had been unjustly imprisoned, and had not been examined. The cell was 
lighted by a window, by courtesy so called, almost entirely blocked with earth and 
cobwebs. There being no women’s latrine, they were never allowed to leave the room. 
The door was locked at sunset. The place was like an animal’s den. 

Bastinado Cases. 

In the second room were two men amongst the prisoners, lying down, unable to 
rise, and unwilling to speak. Their cases were :— 

Gab Ullah, accused of complicity in a murder in bis village. Denied the charge 
entirely. Had boon brought hero, and, by order of the Nazir-el-Tem, Hussein EtVendi 
Hafiz, had been bastinadoed from the morning till sunset, in order to make him 
confess, or name others, without success. Yesterday the doctor had lanced his feet, 
and taken from them two basinsful of blood. On removing the bandages, I found his 
feet still black, swollen, bleeding, and quivering at the slightest movement. 

Khalil Moussa : Identically the same story, except that his feet had not yet been 
lanced, and were much swollen. 

Both these men came from the village of Kafr Ard-es-Safra. 

Hassan Said, an old man, had been severely bastinadoed thirty days before. His 
feet were still extremely sore though nearly healed. Owing to the bad treatment lie 
bad received, be had thrice attempted suicide. 

In another room were four men chained together by the hands, feet, and necks 
with iron collars. 

In a small, comparatively well-furnished room at the corner of the court is 
Sheikh Balta, from the llcdjAz, accused of having cried out, “Let coats and trousers 
be cast out.” He is looked up to by all the other prisoners as a mad and holy man. 

Almost all the prisoners complained of hunger and of false imprisonment on 
charges they could at once disprove if tried. Whilst they are starving inside the 
prison, their property is going to ruin and their families are begging outside. 


Zifty, November 29. 

First Prison .—Three rooms opening on to the court down-stairs, and one room 
up-stairs opening on to a terrace and through a dilapidated second room, of which little 
else than the walls remain standing, on to tho river. 






In tlic first room were tAventy-three prisoners, of whom ten had been bastinadoed. 
Tlie bastinado was administered by tlie Muavin in collecting evidence either against 
the prisoners themselves or implicating others. The majority of the prisoners were 
charged with participation in the pillage of the Greek Chnrch, which took place on 
the Friday following the defeat of Tel-el-Kcbir. 

The more respectable men implicated in this affair were styled political prisoners, 
and lodged in the up-stairs room. 

Said llassan-el-Toojar stated that lie was a respectable man, thrown into prison 
with the object of extorting money from him. That he Avas charged with having been 
engaged in the wrecking of the church on the sole evidence of two other prisoners, 
Mustapha Mohamed Tmsangi and Dervish Mohamed Zamaniri, who had been forced 
by the Muavin, Mohamed Shfifcrji, under the bastinado to name him and three other 
rich men as having been guilty of the act. 

Mustapha Tensangi (down-stairs), on being questioned, at once said that the 
Muavin had named four men to him, and ordered him to give evidence against them. 
On his refusal, he had been beaten until he cmdd hold out no longer, and made the 
required assertion. He was a hoy of about 1(5 years of age. 

The door of the first down-stairs room was locked at sunset, and the necessities of 
nature were performed as the prisoners best could, with the result that the earth floor 
near the door was in an extremely filthy condition. Every morning the door Avas 
opened for an hour or so, and they Avere permitted to Avalk in an open vme-trellised 
court. 

In the second room Avere several Avomen in a pitiable condition. One Nubian 
girl Avas evidently on the verge of starvation. All complained of hunger in this room 
and in the third/ Upstairs an old man Avas kept to clean the political prisoners’ room, 
in consideration of Avhich he occasionally received bread. He was also in the last stage 
of emaciation. 

The second prison contained thirty-five prisoners implicated in the Greek Church 
question. 

The complaints of hunger Avero universal as in the first prison. 


Damanhour, November 29. 

All the prisoners here spoke avcII of the humanity of the Mudir, and the fair 
treatment they received from the prison officials. A certain number ot bread rations 
were served out, and orders had been given that any man Avho asked for food should 
receive it. Nevertheless, a 1‘cav complained that, owing to the negligence or ill-Avill of 
the Mudiriate clerk, who did not register or forward the claims preferred by them, they 
were left unprovided for. 

The more general and serious complaint Avas against false imprisonment on 
charges Avliieh the prisoners had no opportunity to refute from not having been 
examined, e.g., four Sheikhs from Shnnuood had been three months in prison, but the 
prosecutor had not appeared against them. 

There av< re tAVo cases of bastinadoing in order to extort evidence, Mohamed 
Borhan and Yussef Abu Miri, beaten by order of the Prefect of Police. 

Then' Avere two Muxtaphn/een and five regular soldiers among the prisoners. 

The political prisoners were in an excellently avcII ordered separate prison. All 
spoke in the highest terms of the good treatment, they had experienced from the 
Mudir, Ibrahim Bey TcAvfik, and only complained ot not being examined. 


Alexandria, November 30. 

Zaptleh Prison .—Owing to the excited state of tho prisoners, and the manner in 
which tliev mobbed us, each shouting his own grievance at the top of his voice, it was 
a matter of dillieulty to note special cases. The general cry Avas against false; impri¬ 
sonment through spiteful information given by Syrians and Greeks. Especially Avas 
the bitterest feeding expressed against tlie manner in Avhich tin* latter had profited by 
the late disturbances to arrest private enemies or men from whom money might ho 

extorted. . . , . .. .. . . 

The majority appear to have been m prison Avithout examination lor periods 
varving from' sixty to ninety days, and generally protest their innocence in the cases 
where^they know of what they are accused. Many profess entire ignorance of the 


charges against them. Others complained that men in whose houses stolen property 
had actually been found had, by bribery, been admitted to bail, Avliilst they, poorer 
and innocent victims of spite, Avere detained. A feAv Avere in chains. Six or seven, 
mostly boys, had been bastinadoed. 

Ahmed Guidi, a small boy of about 8 years old, had been beaten twenty days ago, 
and Avas still in prison. A torn jersey Avas the protection only of his body against the 
weather, lie slept in the court. 

Ilassan Ilassanein : Had been some time in prison. A Cretan policeman entered 
the prison tAA'o days ago and had him bastinadoed. 

Mansour: Accused of having struck an old blind Italian at 11 a ml eh on the 
13th July. He never saAv the Italian, and was not at lUimlch on that day, which he 
can prove. Has not been examined. 

Women's Prison of El Imam. —Except that some of them bad not been examined, 
there Avere no complaints. 

Bab-es-Souri. —All the prisoners, except one, arc military men. There Avas a sick 
man avIio had demanded to he visited by a doctor, hut had not been attended to. lie 
had been ill five days. The only complaints were insufficiency of three small loaves 
of bread in twenty-four hours for a man’s sustenance and Avant of air and exercise. 
Orders Avere at once given that they should be allowed to Avalk in the open court for 
an hour in the morning and an hour in the evening. 

Burdj Prison. —The complaints were all of non-examination, spiteful false 
charges, &e. 

Arli Khalil: Had lent 375 piastres to a Maltese named Vella (shoAved me the 
I.O.U.). Had asked payment. Vella had told him to come the next day. He came 
and Avas arrested. Had been ninety days in prison Avithout examination. 

Ahmed ITaracer: Accused of breaking open a shop. Denied it. Prosecutor said 
in lAvcnty-four hours ho Avould bring his proofs. IIcAA r as throAvn into prison seventy- 
one days ago, but prosecutor has not come fonvard. (Several other similar cases). 

Mohamed GczaAvi ; Accused by a Syrian of having murdered many Christians at 
Kalr-DoAvar. Denies it absolutely. Sixty days in prison without trial. 

Arsenal Prison. —Political prisoners. Son of Hassan-el-Massri: Mas brought 
from Cairo and imprisoned, being told that lie would remain in gaol until his father 
was caught. After his father’s arrest, hoAvever, lie and his brother still detained 
uncharged and untried. Has been seventy days. 

All complained of not being brought up for examination. 

2nd Arsenal Prison. —Same complaints as in the former prisons of non trial. 

Ahmed Mohamed-cl-Hnssan on being brought up before Osman Boy Orfi Avas 
bastinadoed, and on his declaring that he Avas a respectable man, Avas hidden to bring 
witnesses to that elTect. Ho did so, hut Avas throAvn again into prison, Avhero he still 
remains for the last sixty-eight days. 

Convict Prison. —The prisoners here being men undergoing sentence, and tho prison 
arrangements being good, I noted no eases. 


Shibin-el-Koum, December 4. 

The fcAV cases which are given beloAV can in no way be considered to represen 
the number of prisoners a\ ho declared themselves to be the victims of oppression. As 
soon as I attempted to Avrite a man’s mum 1 and grievance, others Avould seize my hand 
and strive to kiss it in order to insure their cases also being noted. "While* two or 
three Avere clinging to my feet a fourth Avould catch my beard and implore my 
attention. The scene beggars description, and the very desperation of the prisoners 
hindered their own cause by rendering it impossible to stay in the prison, 'they 
openly accused the Mudiriate officials who accompanied us to their faces of having 
received bribes, beaten them, applied the thumbscrew, and retained them unjustly in 
prison. 

Many of them bore the marks of the thumbscrcAV, and the numbers that received 
the bastinado Avere too great to necessitate particular mention of suffering. Tho 
proportion might be roughly estimated at 25 per cent. Amongst some of the most 
flagrant cases of apparent false imprisonment were those of fourteen persons Avho had 
been accused by Sheikh Abdullah Mohamed, of Telwaneh. Theso men Avere of 
different positions and classes of society, some being Government employes, some 
prh'ate individuals, two pupils of the Army College, and two Turks. One man had 
been brought from Keneli in Upper Eg\pt, and another Avas a Bedouin of the Barassa. 
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tribe. They were charged with being associates of the Military party, and affirmed 
that while in prison the Sheikh bad stolen their money, horses, cattle, &c. 

There names were: Mohamed Yussef, Yuzbasbi; Ali Zeky, Mullazim Sani, 
Army College; Mohamed Ilelmy, Mullazim Sani, Army College; Azim Abdul Wahab; 
Aly ilelmy, pupil of Army College ; Mohamed Mobarak; Aly Serfij ; Ibrahim Serfij; 
Atil’y Serfij; Aly Ilussein; Ahmed Hussein; Ahmed lvabil; Ahmed Mahmoud; 
Ahmed Felony : total, fourteen. 

The brothers llelaiz from Babnti accused the clerk who accompanied us of having 
thrown them into prison and kept them there on false charges untried for many 
months. 

Mohamed Bedri and five others from Toukh made the same complaint. Had all 
been bastinadoed. 

Ilassan Dameir said the false accusation against him and three others had been 
extorted from Ilassan Felccli by the bastinado, under Ali Zakir the W akil. 

Ilassan Felccli (an old man of over (50) said that ho had been stolen from bis 
village and severely bastinadoed because be would not give the evidence required. At 
last lie was forced by suffering to name the four men. 

Hcgazi-el-Binbnshi, seventeen months in prison through the spite of Ali Tuidi. 

I have some fifteen more similar eases roughly noted of the political prisoners 
so-called, besides the fourteen accused by the Telwaneh Sheikh I visited. Three 
brothers Figi; three, family of llizk. 

Benha, December 5. 

I noted no cases by name in the Benha prison. 

The complaints against false imprisonment were general. The cases of 
bastinadoing few. Some complained of hunger. 

Ten men had been in the stocks for various periods, one as long as ten months, 
and were released the day before. 

The only political offender, Ibrahim Effendi, had been a fortnight in irons.

The Earl of Dufferin to Earl Granville.—(Received December 19.) 

(No. 48.) 

My Lord, Cairo, December 12, 1882. 

IT may perhaps interest your Lordship to know an hat has been the general 
effect produced by the commutation of tin' capital sentence on the principal chiefs of 
the late rebellion in Egypt. 

Amongst the European colony at Alexandria, and in a less degree at Cairo, 
dissatisfaction is universal, and has boon expressed through the various local prints of 
different nationalities in very violent language. This, of course, Avas to be expected 
from a community Avhieh has had its houses burned over its head, some of avIioso 
members lurvc been murdered, and Avlio have been eye-Avitnesses of the terrible 
calamities brought upon the country by the authors of the recent troubles, nor are they to 
be blamed for the irritation they must naturally feel at what they consider a miscarriage 
of justice. These feelings have been intensified by various malicious reports Avhieh 
have been industriously circulated by interested persons, to the effect that Arabi was 
to be allowed tranquilly to retire, in possession of his rank and honours, to England 
or to some other agreeable residence, and to be alloAved a pension of 2,000/. a-year. 
Apart, liOAvevev, from their general indignation at the alleged impunity accorded to so 
great a criminal, the following more plausible objections have been urged in regard to 
the mode in Avhieh the commutation of the sentence avus effected. 

It is argued that a considerable internal ought to have elapsed between the 
passing of the sentence by the Court, and the issue of the Decree commuting it into 
perpetual exile. 'The authors of these observations are not, of course, aware that the 
Ottoman Penal Code did not admit of the matter being so arranged, as it specially 
requires that, before it is promulgated, every sentence pronounced by a court-martial 
must first be submitted to tin* approval of the Chief of the State. The Court met 
at i) in the morning, and the prisoner having pleaded guilty, its members adjourned. 
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not to deliberate—inasmuch as there ivas nothing left for them to deliberate about— 
but, for the purpose of submitting their Judgment to His Highness the Khedive, who 
having in the exercise of his prerogative commuted it into exile for life, the modified 
sentence Avas embodied in a Decree, and the Court having reassembled at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, it Avas promulgated from the Bench as required by the Code. 

It was fortunate, perhaps, that the legal procedure rendered this necessary; other¬ 
wise it is probable that on the news of the uneommuted capital sentence having boon 
passed upon Aiahi being published in the morning papers in London during the course 
of the day energetic demonstrations might have boon organized in his favour, in Avhieh 
case the clemency of the Egyptian Government instead of possessing any character of 
spontaneity, would have appeared to have resulted from the pressure of the necessarily 
ill-informed public opinion of a foreign country. 

As for His Highness the Khedive, as I have already had the honour of informing 
your Lordship, he has throughout evinced the greatest magnanimity and moderation in 
liis sentiments toAvards Arabi. This is the more to be admired, as it must be remem¬ 
bered that not only he himself, but his family Averc exposed to imminent danger, 
hardship, and, what probably His Highness felt more deeply still, the grossest indig¬ 
nities and insults at the hands of Arabi, his confederates, and his dependents. When 
we consider Avhat is the usual temper of despotic 11 ulorx in the East under such circum¬ 
stances, and the linn belief natural to a person of the Khedive’s position, that the 
authority of Govermcnt can only be maintained by the exhibition of force and the 
application of the severest penalties to those who revolt against it, His Highness is 
entitled to great credit for the moderation of his attitude. The same may be said of 
the Ministers avIio have advised him, but 1 haA'e no doubt that most of them assented 
to the commutation of the capital sentence against their natural inclination, and Avhat 
they considered to be their better judgment. 

The sentiments of the Ministers are probably shared by the entire ruling class of 
Turkish, or as it is called here, Circassian, origin, avIio naturally see in tin* late rebellion 
not merely a military reA'olt, but the uprising of an oppressed nationality against the 
ascendency of a caste. 

For exactly opposite reasons, the general body of the Egyptian people, including 
many of the rich bourgeoisie as avcII as the fellaheen, so far as these last are able to 
comprehend Avhat has happened, regard the escape of Arabi from death with feelings 
of relief. 

The various circumstances under Avhieh the rebellion was organized, including 
as they did a prospect to the indebted peasant of the obliteration of all pecuniary 
obligations to his European creditors, as well as the expunging of the National Debt, 
sufficiently account for this sentiment. 

I do not Avish it, hoAvevcr, to be inferred from the foregoing observations that the 
feelings of race-hatred arc so rife as they might seem to imply. This is a subject 
which I propose treating in a subsequent despatch, after I shall have become better 
acquainted with the different shades of opinion in the country.

The British Suez Canal Directors to Earl Granville.—(Received December 20.)

My Lord, London, December 19, 1882. 

AT the meeting of the Council of Administration, which avc attended on the 
6th instant, ihe estimates of ordinary expenditure of the Suez Canal Company for 
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1883 wore passed. They had been previously discussed and settled by the I mane e 
Committee, at whose meeting we were also present. 

We have the honour to append a comparative statement showing— 

1 The original estimates for 1882 under the different heads of service. 

2. The same estimates supplemented by additional credits opened tor the several 

services during the year.

for that year. It is anticipated that, beyond the amount now provided, a moderate 
supplementary vote will be required in the course of the year for the maintenance of 
the eucalyptus plantations, and for a small canal for flic drainage of the marsh land at 
lsmailia. The increased sums now voted will be employed in the creation of new 
lands with the materials excavated in the execution of the extraordinary works to he 
undertaken in 1883. 

(b) Separate Domain .—The ordinary estimate for 1883 is fixed at 97,227 fr. 58 c., 
being 14,077 fr. 58 c. more than the original estimate for 1882, but 12,731 fr. 10 c. less 
than the credits ultimately provided. 

It must be added that special works for the Separate Domain are usually provided 
for in the extraordinary Budget; for 1883 it is anticipated that 181,909 fr. 0 e. will be 
specially required, being 95,133 fr. 42 c. less than tlie original extraordinary estimate 
for 1882, and 417,330 fr. 40 c. less than the extraordinary credits opened during the 
year. 

It is proposed to expend 170,000 fr. at the siding at kilometre 140, for providing 
accommodation for two officials at Port Tewfik, and for the construction of a building 
at Kabret. 

7. Water Supply, from the central station at lsmailia.—The estimate for this 
service for 1883 is 200,904 fr. 3 c., being 15,070 fr. 41c. more than the original 
estimate for 1882, and 12,053 fr. 00 c. more than the total credits granted during that 
year. 

The ordinary expenses are estimated at less than those for 1882, partly on account 
of the more economical consumption of coal by the new machine at lsmailia, but an 
extra expenditure of 17,100 fr. is provided for for certain, works at lsmailia and Port 
Said, and for making good, to the amount of 0,500 IT., damage alleged to have been 
caused by the English troops. 

8. Maintenance .—The estimate for 1883 for this important branch of the Adminis¬ 
tration is 2,190,820 fr. 30 c., being 371,029 fr. 38 c. in excess of the original estimate 
for 1882, and 229,020 1T. 38 e. in excess of tlie linal credits for that year. An 
increase on the first, estimate of 1882 is shown of 270,545 1T. 14 c. for works of 
dredging. 

It lias been usual to provide a yearly sum of 250,000 fr. for renewal of plant. 
On the present occasion, in addition to that amount, an additional sum of 12(5,1-72 fr. 
is provided for machinery and tools for the workshops. On the other hand, under the 
head of “ unforeseen works,” for which a sum of 35,490 fr. was appropriated in the 
estimates of 1882, no provision is made in those of 1883. 

As we have already had the honour to report to your Lordship, the final con¬ 
sideration of the Budget for Extraordinary Works is postponed until the meeting of 
the Council of Administration next month.

AS Chairman of the General Ship-owners’ Society, I am desired to press upon 
your Lordship the necessity of there being constructed, with as little delay as may he 
possible, an alternative canal through Egypt fo Suez. 

British ship-owners have suffered so much under the existing regime from the 
extortionate charges made hy the present Suez Canal Company (not only for transit 
dues, hut also for lighting and pilotage dues, to say nothing also of the vast loss which 
they sustained whilst, the so-called “ Quarantine Regulations ” were in force in the 
Canal from September 1881 to March of tho present year) that they are most anxious 
for Her Majesty’s Government to secure, if a new canal be constructed, its paramount 
control. 

Considering that four-fifths of the tonnage which at present passes through the 
existing Suez Canal is under the British flag, your Lordship will perceive that the 
matter to which this letter relates is one which vitally all cels British ship-owners. 

I am also desired very respectfully to submit to your Lordship that the present 
situation of affairs in Egypt is onc which is exceptionally favourable tor securing to 
this country the control over any now canal which may he constructed. 

In conclusion, I have to add that, should your Lordship consent to receive a 
deputation of ship-owners, merchants, and others interested in the important question 
to which this letter relates, I trust that an opportunity will he afforded hy your Lord- 
ship for this Society to take part in it.

M. le President, Cairo, December 10, 1882. 

ON the 20th November last Sir Charles Wilson reported to me that in the 
Zaptieh prison at Cairo there were 131 prisoners accused of participation in the late 
rebellion, and 109 of ordinary offences; some of the rooms were overcrowded, and in 
one there were 102 prisoners. There were no complaints of ill-treatment, hut many of 
the length of imprisonment previous to trial. A Staff Officer complained that since 
his arrest two months ago his pay had been stopped, and that he was compelled to sell 
his clothes and furniture to support himself and family. 

Sir C. "Wilson feared that it was only too possible that many of the officers in 
prison were in similar straitened circumstances, and he thought that some relief 
should be given to them and their families. It appeared to him to he a matter for 
consideration whether it were justifiable to indict a severe form of punishment such as 
solitary confinement for a long period upon men against whom no definite charges had 
yet been brought. The prisoners had never boon allowed to take exercise or to leave 
their rooms, except for purposes of nature, since they wore removed to the Dai'ra 
prison on the 4th October last. Some prisoners also complained that their sons had 
been dismissed the Government schools, and the case of a hoy who had nearly com¬ 
pleted his course in the Engineering School appeared to Sir C. Wilson to he one of 
special hardship. 

The state of affairs disclosed in this Report is one which, in the opinion of Iler 
Majesty’s Government, ought not to be allowed to continue. 

The destitution to which it seems that families of officers are reduced on account 
of the stoppage of their pay, although they have not yet been convicted of any offence, 
and are still awaiting trial, would especially appear to call for notice. 

I have therefore been instructed to communicate to your Excellency the substance 
of Sir C. Wilson’s Report, with a strong representation on the subject, and to urge 
the Government of liis Highness either to continue their pay to the imprisoned 
officers, or to adopt some other measure for the relief of their families.

Soares, the bankers and promoters of the project, 
have spoken to me on tlic subject, and his Excellency seems favourably disposed 
towards the idea put forward, provided the necessary guarantees of success are forth¬ 
coming. 

MM. Soares inform me that they are likely to receive the support of MM. de 
Rothschild, but arc unwilling to proceed with the plan unless they can feel assured 
that it will not encounter opposition from ller Majesty’s Government. 

I replied that I could not give them a positive assurance on such a subject, but 
that I thought that if the plan were advocated both by the Egyptian Government and 
by MM. de Rothschild, the two parties mainly interested, it was not likely that Her 
Majesty’s Government would step in to prevent its realization. 

I should be glad to know if this answer meets with your Lordship’s approval.

have already reached Khartoum. A third regiment is being organized at the “barrage, 
and a fourth will probably be raised. 

Considering the present state of affairs in Egypt, the energy shown in the collec¬ 
tion and dispatch of such a large body of men, in the face of great difficulties, reflects 
much credit on the Egyptian Administration. 

We learn from Colonel Stewart’s telegram of the 18tli from Khartoum that the 
black troops previously reported as being at Massowali, &c., are being replaced by 
white, as it is intended to utilize the former in active operations. 

Abd-cl-Ivader Pasha requires seven battalions to march to the relief of Bara and 
Obeyd. On the arrival at Khartoum or those of the 3rd Regiment, if not before, lie 
should be in a position to do so. 

On the litli there was a parade of five battalions of British troops (the Highland 
Brigade and King’s Rifles) in Abdin Square. 

Drafts of men have arrived for nearly all battalions in Egypt. 

On the lGth, on the occasion of the reception by His Highness the Khedive of a 
new Consul-General for the United States, a battalion of 800 Egyptians paraded at 
Abdin. The men, who were in white, are of very fine physique. They constitute the 
bulk of the 1,200 reserve non-commissioned officers mentioned in previous Reports.

I HAVE the honour to inclose, for your Lordship’s information, a copy of the 
Khedivial Decree confiscating the property of Arahi and the six other principal chiefs 
of the rebellion, lately condemned to perpetual exile. This Decree will, l understand, 
be shortly followed by another depriving the prisoners of their civil and military rank 
and honours. As 1 have already informed your Lordship, Messrs. Broad ley and 
Napier, as well as the prisoners themselves, before they pleaded guilty to the crime of 
rebellion, were made acquainted with the fact that Decrees in the above sense would 
be passed and would form part of the arrangements under which the Egyptian 
Government consented to commute the capital sentence. 

Your Lordship will observe that the Decree of confiscation only applies to the 
individual prisoners, and does not a (feet the property of their wives and children, 
though it declares invalid fictitious and fraudulent sales or gifts. 

The proceeds of the sale of the confiscated property will bo applied towards 
the liquidation of the indemnity claims of those who have suffered in the recent 
troubles.

My Lord, Cairo, December 18, 1882. 

SEVERAL questions having arisen between Messrs. Broadley and Napier, acting 
on behalf of the State prisoners, and the Egyptian Government, in regard to the 
conditions under which the prisoners are lo be transported to their destination, and 
my advice having been sought on either hand, I have endeavoured to make such 
recommendations as the circumstances seemed to demand. 

The following are some of the principal points which have been brought to my 
notice:— 

1. The number of persons, including relations and servants, for whom the 
Government should be required to provide accommodation on board ship. The 
prisoners themselves sent in a list of some 13U persons, including a large number of 
female relations, female dependents, and eunuchs, as well as butlers, valets, and cooks. 
Considering the position of those concerned, such requirements seemed to me to bo 
unreasonable. The hire of the ship alone will cost the Egyptian Government 5,000/., 
to which further incidental expenses, amounting to, perhaps, another 3,000/., will have 
to he added. The ship chartered has accommodation for twenty lirst-class passengers, 
and about thirty second-class. Were the demands of the prisoners to be complied 
with, a second ship would have to be provided, which is out of the question. 1 have 
therefore informed the Government that 1 do not think the prisoners are entitled to 
take with them anybody but their immediate relations, such as wives, sisters, or 
children; and that as regards the domesticity, one servant for each of the men, and 
one maid for their respective wives, and a nurse for their children, ought to ho 
sufficient. 
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2. A complaint having been made by Messrs. Broadley and Napier that in 
taking an inventory of the prisoners’ property the privacy of the ladies had been 
invaded, and that there was a question of depriving the male exiles of their watches 
and the effects upon their persons, I brought the subject to the notice of Cherif Pasha, 
who repudiated such intention, and at once issued the accompanying order, which, as 
your Lordship wall observe, precludes the police from entering the houses, and secures 
to the prisoners their personal effects. Nor, so far as I can ascertain, has the Govern¬ 
ment been at all harsh in the application of the Decree of Confiscation which has been 
recently issued (though, as is often the ease in Eastern countries, its Agents may have 
been rude), as Arahi and his associates have been allowed to sell their horses and 
carriages to the value of 700/. or S00/., in addition, probably, to other property of a 
similar description. They will also be permitted to take with them on board ship a 
proportion of their household furniture, bedding, &c. 

The ship in which the prisoners will be transported is the “ Marcotis,” of! ,392 
tons, commanded by Captain Osborne. She will be provided with a stewardess, and 
an English Naval Officer in the Egyptian service. Captain Morice Bey will accompany 
the party to their destination. 

The foregoing arrangements do not, of course, preclude the prisoners from pro¬ 
viding themselves with any additional servants, or from being joined by any other 
relations ivliose presence they might desire, as these persons could proceed to Ceylon 
in an ordinary passenger-steamer. 

From the foregoing I think your Lordship will perceive that the Egyptian 
Government is not actuated by any ungenerous or vindictive spirit in determining the 
conditions under which Arahi and his fellow-prisoners are to leave the country. " The 
fact of the property of their wives not being touched is in itself a great alleviation of 
the penalty of confiscation, as most of these ladies have considerable dowries, whilst 
the husbands are comparatively poor. 

My advice throughout to the Egyptian Government has been to show towards the 
prisoners as much indulgence as the requirements of humanity might fairly demand, 
and carefully to abstain from inflicting upon them any petty or personal annoyances. 
On the other hand, I have reminded Messrs. Broadley and Napier that these persons 
are by their own admission guilty of a crime which by the laws of their country 
merited death; that the exile into which the capital penalty has been commuted was 
in its nature of a penal character, and that they could not expect that their clients 
should be transported to their destination as if they were starting on a pleasure 
excursion; undue indulgence would, under such circumstances, be as much out of 
place as unnecessary severity.

Governor of Ceylon has been authorized to send ship on from Colombo to some 
other port in the island if necessary. Inform Egyptian Government, and request them 
to order the captain by telegraph to Colombo to comply.
